THE ART OF GOOD LIVING 


THE art of good living has no more to do with hedonism and still less with 
gross materialism than true religion has to do with fanaticism and idolatry. 
Like all arts, the art of good living is essentially a matter of harmony, the 
harmony of flavours and savours, of solids and liquids, just as the visual arts 
demand harmony of line and colour. And because there is no harmony 
where there is excess, gourmands and gluttons are beyond the pale of the 
art of good living; and so are, although not for the same reason, those 
fanatical puritans who would ban wine from our tables as their forbears 
smashed the organs and stained glass of our churches. Surely our senses 
were not given to us as they have been given to the beasts of the fields and 
the birds of the air for no better purpose than their utilitarian service! They 
are also meant to relay to our brain and our heart tidings of human gratitude 
and divine praise which are not expected from any of the dumb creatures. 
No cow or crow has ever been moved by the most gorgeous sunset that 
fired the West; they can see perfectly well, of course, as well as and probably 
better than any one of us, but the magnificence of the multicoloured skies 
is wholly wasted upon them, and for that matter wasted also upon men 
whose soul is dead or dumb. To shut our eyes or to look the other way in 
order to avoid the sensual pleasure of a beautiful sight is, to me, sheer heresy. 
If it be wrong to abuse any of our senses, which it is, it is equally wrong to 
ignore them altogether: they were given to us first of all that we might 
praise God the Giver and be grateful for His many gifts, none greater than 
the perfectly legitimate sensual satisfaction which is ours when we recognise, 
understand, appreciate and enjoy all that is good to see, to hear, to smell or 
to taste. 


In all the elementary and secondary schools throughout the British Isles 
children are taught the rudiments of drawing and singing, but there never 
is any attempt made to train them to use their senses of taste and smell. 
Yet how few of us have a chance of visiting picture galleries or attending 
classical concerts more than on very rare occasions, whereas all of us, rich 
or poor, young or old, must eat and drink every day of our lives. Is it not 
plain common sense to take an intelligent interest in so very important a 
subject? Is it not more sensible to make our meals a hobby and enjoy them 
rather than to let them become a monotonous but inevitable chore? It costs 
no more and it saves a lot: it saves indigestion and biliousness, headaches and 
sleeplessness, doctors’ prescriptions and chemists’ pills and bills. ‘Moderation’ 
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and ‘Appreciation’ are the two wings of the art of good living, and the gospel 
which the Wine and Food Society has been preaching during the past twenty 
years throughout the English-speaking world. Whether it be a case of 
“Absence makes the heart grow fonder’, or because the puritanical spirit is 
dying out, it is impossible to say, but there can be no doubt about the greater 
interest being taken by a greater number of people in the British Isles in 
matters of gastronomy. There cannot be any other reason for the far greater 
number of books on food and drink which have been published in England 
since the end of the war. A rapid survey of some of these books might be 
made in three sections, the first taking in food, the second wine and the 
third the happy partnership between food and wine, or the “Art of good 
living’. 

I. FOOD. The problem of preparing food for the table may be approached 
from a number of different angles so that cook-books and cookery books 
vary greatly according to the people for whom they are written. Cooks 
whose business it is to prepare meals for many people of different means 
and tastes, in hotels and restaurants, will find invaluable Professional Know- 
ledge: “The Art of Cookery’ for the Hotel, Restaurant and Catering Trade, edited 
by Walter Bachmann (3 vols. 1951-52, Maclaren, 180s. the set, or 63s. per 
vol.). This is the most up-to-date book of reference for all employers and 
employees in the catering trade. A more modest but also a very useful book 
for chefs and head-waiters is The Master Menu and Recipe Book, by Henry 
Smith (2nd, revised, edition 1952, Practical Press, 15s.), which is a great 
favourite in the hotel trade. 


There are, of course, a great many more books written to be of practical 
assistance to the working housewife, which is as it should be since there are 
so many more working housewives than professional chefs. Here are a few 
among the best of the more recently published: The Home Chef, by Lucie 
Marion (1952, Duckworth, 16s.); Philip Harben’s Television Cooking Book 
(1951, Odhams Press, 8s.6d.); Cooking in Cider, by Norah C. James (1952, 
The World’s Work, Kingswood, Surrey, 6s.); Traditional Recipes of th 
British Isles, compiled by Nell Heaton (1951, Faber, 18s.6d.); Anyone Can 
Cook! by Muriel Goaman (1952, Faber, 9s.6d.); Beating Austerity in the 
Kitchen, by Lady Peacock (1952, Faber, 8s.6d.). 


Nearly all these, the more ‘homely’ cookery books, are inexpensive books, 
since any book costing less than ten shillings is a ‘cheap’ book by present-day 
standards. Then there are the cookery books which are written also for the 
working housewife, but for her who is rather more ambitious or more 
venturesome, and is not merely prepared but anxious to try her hand at 
dishes once enjoyed whilst holidaying in France or farther afield. Here are 
a few of the more original of such cookery books: The Best of Boulestin, 
edited by Elvia and Maurice Firuski (1952, Heinemann, 21s.); The Ambitious 
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Cook, by Frances Dale (1952, Lehmann, 30s.); Food for Pleasure, by Ruth 
Lowinsky (1950, Hart-Davis, 7s.6d.); Food for the Greedy, by Nancy Shaw 
(revised edition 1952, Florian Press, Chesterfield, tos. 6d.); A Book of 
Mediterranean Food, by Elizabeth David (1950, Lehmann, 10s.6d.), and 
French Country Cooking, by the same author (1951, Lehmann, 12s.6d.); 
The Home Book of French Cookery, by Germaine Carter (1952, Faber, 15s.); 
Sultan’s Pleasure and Other Turkish Recipes, by Robin Howe and Pauline 
Espir (1952, Peter Garnett, 10s.6d.); The Viennese Cookery Book, by Irma 
Rhode (1952, Lehmann, 12s.6d.); The Joy of Chinese Cooking, by Doreen 
Yen Hung Feng (1952, Faber, 20s.); Steps to Good Sauces, by Alwynne 
Vane-Thompson (1952, Practical Press, 9s.6d.); Mushrooms Galore, by André 
L. Simon (1951, Newman Neame, §s.). The latest and most topical of 
such books is Court Favourites: Recipes from Royal Kitchens, by Elizabeth 
Craig (1953, André Deutch, tos. 6d.) 


Il. WINE. Most books on wine fall into one or the other of three categories 
according to whether they deal with the subject in a purely academic 
manner, or in a practical and educational strain embracing all wines; and 
lastly books devoted to the history and the making of any one particular 
wine. The most popular of all wine books which belong to the first category 
is the late Professor George Saintsbury’s Notes on the Cellar Book, first 
published by Macmillan in 1920, and reprinted many times since by the 
same publishers without any revision or alterations. There are only two more 
recent books which may be said to belong to the same tradition: one is 
H. Warner Allen’s A Contemplation of Wine (1951, Michael Joseph, 12s.6d.) 
and the other is André L. Simon’s Vintagewise (reprinted 1952, Michael 
Joseph, ros. 6d.). 


Among the books written for students who wish to acquire a general 
knowledge of wine and most wines of commerce in particular, A Wine 
Primer, by André L. Simon (reprinted 1952, Michael Joseph, 6s.) has been 
in steady demand since 1946, when it was first published; it has been revised 
and brought up to date since then. A more recent and more comprehensive 
book which was written more particularly for wine-merchants, whereas 
A Wine Primer is meant primarily for the consumer, is The Complete Book 
of Drink: A Guide to the Buying, Storing, Service and Selling of all Alcoholic 
Liquors, by T. E. Carling (1951, Practical Press, 18s.). A later addition to the 
literature of wine is A Guide to Good Wine, with contributions by Allan 
Sichel, Leslie Seyd, H. B. Lanson, Lance K. Cock, Ian Mackenzie, and 
Alfred Langenbach (1952, Chambers, 12s.6d.). The team of international 
contributors to this ‘official’ book of the wine trade are all knowledgeable 
wine-merchants but by no means all equally gifted amateur writers. Two 
latest and slightest booklets on wine, one for the waiter who is paid to serve 
wine and the other for the consumer who pays to enjoy wine, are: How to 
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Serve Wine in Hotels, Inns and Restaurants and How to Enjoy Wine in the 
Home, both by André L. Simon (1952, Newman Neame, 2s.6d. and $5s.). 
The latest book on the subject, in the series Modern Living edited by 
Augustus Muir, is How to Choose and Enjoy Wine (1953, Odhams Press, 
8s. 6d.) to which eleven authors, known as authorities on wine, have 
contributed. 


As regards books entirely devoted to one type of wine, or the wines of 
one country only, the wines of France have been excellently described by 
H. Warner Allen in Natural Red Wines and White Wines and Cognac (1952, 
Constable, 18s. each). The latest and most up-to-date book on the subject 
is Wines of France, by Alexis Lichine, in collaboration with William E. 
Massee (1952, Cassell, 215.). 


The most important book on port published in recent years is Port Wine 
and Oporto, by Ernest Cockburn (2nd edition 1950, Wine and Spirit Publica- 
tions, 21s.). Of more general interest to the lay reader and amateur of port, 
there is a charmingly written book, which is quite informative withal, its 
title is The Selective Traveller in Portugal, by Ann Bridge and Susan Lowndes 
(1949, Evans Bros., 21s.). More recent, and dealing with sherry also, is 
H. Warner Allen’s Sherry and Port (1952, Constable, 15s.). 


The wines of Germany have been described, historically, geographically, 
theologically and exhaustively in two books written by wine merchants 
well known in London and in Germany as shippers of fine German wines: 
Rhineland Wineland: A Journey through the Wine Districts of Western Germany, 
by S. F. Hallgarten (1951, Elek, 21s.) and The Wines of Germany, by Alfred 
Langenbach (1951, Harper & Co., 21s.). 


Mention might also be made of a series of booklets published by the Wine 
and Food Society in 1951 and 19§2, at 3s. each, under the title of The Wines 
of the World Pocket Library. The booklets which have been published so far 
are the following: Sherry. Port. Champagne. Claret. Sauternes and Graves. 
Burgundy. Hocks and Moselles. South African Wines. Italy. Madeira. Switzerland. 
Yugoslavia. California. Alsace. Arbois and the Loire Valley. The Rhone, 
Provence and Roussillon. Brandy. Rum. 


ill. THE ART OF GOOD LIVING. The number of books which might 
rightly claim to qualify for inclusion under this heading is very great indeed, 
books such as The Custom of the Room, by Anthony Steel (1951, Heffer, 
Cambridge, 12s.6d.); Doctors, by Themselves, an Anthology compiled by 
Edward F. Griffith (1951, Cassell, 21s.); Linden Rise, by Richmal Crompton 
(1952, Hutchinson, tos. 6d.); Green Thoughts, by (Sir) Stephen Tallents 
(1952, Faber, 15s.): Movable Feasts, by Arnold Palmer (1952, Oxford 
University Press, 16s.). These are books written by men or women who 
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appreciate all that is best in men and women, field and garden, the library 
and the dining-room, whatever their occupation or avocation may be, 
scholars and novelists, doctors and poets, in whose soul beauty is sure to 
find an echo. 


There are, however, books which have been purposely written in praise 
of the art of good living, one of them being The Art of Good Living: A 
Contribution to the Better Understanding of Food and Drink, together with a 
Gastronomic Vocabulary and a Wine Glossary, by André L. Simon (1951, 
Michael Joseph, 12s.6d.). This is a completely revised edition of the book 
published under the same title by Constable, in 1937. Then there are The 
Gourmet’ s Week-End Book, by André L. Simon (1952, Seeley Service, 12s.6d.), 
the same author’s monumental A Concise Encyclopaedia of Gastronomy (1952, 
Collins, 42s.), and his much more modest Partners: a Guide to the Game of 
Wine and Food Match-making (1951, Wine and Food Society, 2s.6d.). 


M. André Simon, founder and president of the Wine and Food Society, has made a life-long 


study of Wine, a subject on which he has pubiished a number of books and one which has led 
him naturally to both the study and practice of Gastronomy. Of the literature of both his 
knowledge is immense. His own books about them are too important not to be included here.

WILLIAM COBBETT: A Bibliographical Account of His Bife-and ‘Times 

M. L. Pearl. Oxford University Press, 25s. 1953. 22°8 cm. 274 pages. Indexes. 

[his is an impressive memorial to the fecundity of Cobbett (1762-1835) and to the 
devotion of Mr. Pearl, who was faced with the problem of listing nearly 200 different 
titles published in at least 600 separate editions besides numerous local issues of 
speeches and debates. But that does not mean a mere dry-as-dust compilation. There 
is a short account of each publication and a useful summary of the more important. 
[he career of this remarkable man and magnificent writer can be followed from 
the vivid title-pages of his books and the lively summary of their contents. A book 
not only for the Cobbett addict, but for the informed general reader who wants to 
get a close-up view of this formidable and lovable champion of the traditional English 
virtues.

1,053 pages. 

The third volume of a reference book which has now acquired a world-wide 

importance as the most authoritative and detailed bibliography of books published in 

Britain. It contains about 17,000 entries carefully and fully catalogued and system- 

atically classified, and the author, title and subject index provides nearly three hundred 

pages of references which enable the user to trace information about the publications 

of the year in a speedy and easy manner. (015*42) 


CURRENT BRITISH DIRECTORIES, 1953. Compiled by G. P. 
Henderson. Staples Press, 308. 1952. 22*2 cm. 237 pages. Index. 
A comprehensive guide to the local, trade and professional directories of the British 
Isles, which has long been needed. Its scope is wide, but it excludes certain categories 
such as university and college calendars, stud books, exhibition catalogues, church 
directories, local holiday and municipal guides, flower society yearbooks and sport 
handbooks. Directories no longer current but still of value are included, and in all 
cases the latest date of issue is indicated. There are two divisions to the book: local 
directories and specialised directories. Among the specialised directories are included 
those on particular trades, those of the “Who’s Who’ variety, general trade directories, 
and yearbooks having directory sections. An appendix contains a selection of inter- 
national specialised directories published abroad which are of service to British users.

THE PERSONAL LIBRARY. A Guide for the Bookbuyer. Lionel 
McColvin. Phoenix House, 9s.6d. 1953. 20°9 cm. 159 pages. Subject index. 
A wise and genial book in which a famous librarian offers the reader much guidance 
and information. There are several chapters on such subjects as “Tracking down books’, 
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but the author gives most of his space to recommendations of books of many kinds, 
ranging from history and astronomy to poetry, drama, fiction, and books for 
children and for reference. Hundreds are recommended (with author, title, date, 
publisher and price for each) but they are not merely listed; the running commentary 
on them makes good reading. Mr. McColvin is City Librarian of Westminster, and 
a Past President of the [British] Library Association. (028) 


INDEXES AND INDEXING. A guide to the indexing of books and 
collections of books, periodicals, music, gramophone records, films and other 
material, with a reference section and suggestions for further reading. Robert L. 
Collison. Benn, 10s.6d. 1953. 18°7 cm. 155 pages. Diagrams. Tables. Index. 

In his introduction, the author, who is Westminster City Reference Librarian, says 

“The instinct to make a guide to information has always been very strong in mankind’. 

Rules and advice, however, are needed and the methods of compiling book indexes 

and guides to collections of other material are here usefully summarised. This is an 

excellent addition to the literature of a subject about which remarkably little has been 

written to date.

PHILOSOPHY [AND PSYCHOLOGY] 


FREEDOM: A New Analysis. Maurice Cranston. Longmans, 12s.6d. 1953. 
20°5 cm. 185 pages. Index. 
This is a commendably clear and orderly restatement of a problem about which there 
tends to be much confusion of thought. Mr. Cranston begins with careful definition; 
he then examines the changes of meaning to which the word Freedom has been 
subject in history; he concludes with a philosophical enquiry into the problems 
associated with Freewill. The ‘newness’ of his approach lies chiefly in the fact that, 
having examined and to some extent followed the teachings of the modern logical 
analysts, he dissents from their negative conclusions. Freedom, he maintains, must 
first be enjoyed as a condition even of being called in dispute. (123) 


THE LIVING BRAIN. W. Grey Walter. Duckworth, 15s. 1953. 22 cm. 
226 pages. 23 figures. Bibliography. Index. 
Although the author, a pioneer in electroencephalography, writes for the layman, 
students of medicine and psychology of all ages will also find this a fascinating book. 
After giving an account of the evolution of the brain, Dr. Grey Walter discusses 
early studies and the rapid development of knowledge when the significance of 
electroencephalographic findings was fully understood. Reviewing recent research, 
he gives details of the brain and its functions in relation to the sense organs, elucidates 
techniques which throw light upon such problems as epilepsy, hallucinations, 
genius, delinquency, describes models which imitate behaviour and, before looking 
to the future, examines the possibility of measuring differences in personality. (131) 


FIRST CONTRIBUTIONS TO PSYCHO-ANALYSIS. Sandor 
Ferenczi. Translated from the German by Ernest Jones. Hogarth Press and the 
Institute of Psycho-Analysis, 30s.

A reprint (with a change of title to distinguish it from other recent books) of Ferenczi’s 

Contributions to Psycho-Analysis, 1916. It brings together papers dealing mainly with 

sexual topics and written before the First World War. Ferenczi’s influence om 
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Freudians was considerable, and several of the papers are classical first statements of 
themes that have been familiar in psycho-analysis for many years. (131°34) 


TRAUMA, GROWTH AND PERSONALITY. Phyllis Greenacre. 
Hogarth Press and the Institute of Psycho-Analysis, 30s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 320 pages. 
Bibliography. Index. (International Psycho-Analytical Library) 

Dr. Greenacre is a Freudian psycho-analyst working in America, and this book is a 

collection of papers which have been published during the last eighteen years. They 

are more factual than many writings by analysts and they form a valuable contribu- 
tion to an understanding of the effects of very early experiences, including birth and 
earliest infancy. Many general psychologists, besides psycho-analysts, will welcome 
the book, and laymen interested in the subject will find it readable although rather 
technical. It is amply illustrated with case material. (131°34) 


CHILD CARE AND THE GROWTH OF LOVE. Based by permission 
of the World Health Organisation on the Report Maternal Care and Mental Health 
by John Bowlby. Abridged and edited by Margery Fry. Penguin Books, 2s. 1953. 
18 cm. 192 pages. Bibliography. Index. Paper bound. (Pelican Books) 

Those concerned with the care of children deprived of a normal home life, or 

interested in the problems of delinquency, will find this work valuable. The author 

examines the causes of mental ill-health and the adverse effects of maternal deprivation 
proved beyond all doubt by evidence from various countries. He discusses ways of 
preventing deprivation, emphasises the prime importance of bolstering up the failing 
family and assesses the merits of substitute homes provided by adoption, foster 
parents and institutions. (136-76) 


PERSONALITY TESTS AND ASSESSMENTS. Philip E. Vernon. 
Methuen, 18s. 1953. 20°5 cm. 232 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography.

Professor Vernon has had wide experience as an educational psychologist and as a 
statistical psychologist concerned with the selection of personnel in the British forces. 
His book is comprehensive, up-to-date and authoritative, especially on paper-and- 
pencil tests of personality traits and attitudes. Interviewing, group-observation and 
projective techniques are also discussed. The book is inevitably something of a 
catalogue, but some critical assessment of the tests and an exposition of their theoretical 
background are offered. As a brief survey of a wide field, giving extensive references to 
other work, the book will be invaluable to students. (137°8) 


THE DEVELOPMENT AND PRESENT STATUS OF THE TRACE 
THEORY OF MEMORY. Bronislaw R. Gomulicki. Cambridge University

Journal of Psychology, Monograph Supplements) 

This monograph is a highly competent survey of the theories, psychological and 

physiological, that have been offered to explain the various forms of memory. 

The complexity of the problem and the limitations of present knowledge are 

emphasised; and the author is largely concerned to show what kind of neurological 

processes would have to be postulated to give any coherent explanation of the 
psychological facts. No other such survey is available and the monograph will be 
needed by all psychologists who carry out further research on memory or engage 
in technical discussion of the problem. (154°1) 
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THE WORKS OF GEORGE BERKELEY, BISHOP OF CLOYNE. 
Edited by A. A. Luce and T. E. Jessop. Volume Five. Edited by T. E. Jessop. 
Nelson, 30s. 1953. 24°6 cm. 247 pages. 


This volume includes the famous essay ‘Siris: A chain of philosophical reflections 
and enquiries concerning the virtues of Tar-water’. ‘Siris’ is more than a medical 
curiosity. It throws light upon Berkeley’s later philosophical speculations, in particular 
his search for the secret of living matter. Moreover, it reveals Berkeley, the much- 
travelled and enlightened cleric, as concerned with the welfare of the common 
people, for whom plague and pestilence were hideous and recurrent realities in his 
day. The editor’s preface and comments are excellent, and the book forms a worthy 
addition to the series. (192) 


DISCOURSE ON METAPHYSICS. Leibniz. A translation from the French, 
based on the Diplomatic Edition, by Peter G. Lucas and Leslie Grint. Manchester 
University Press (Manchester), 7s.6d. cloth; 6s. paper. 1953. 19 cm. 94 pages. 
References. Index. (Philosophical Classics) 

The complete philosophy of Leibniz is set out in essentials, and in the earliest known 

version, in this Discourse from which can be gained a clear view of the complex whole 

together with an accurate appraisal of its highly interdependent parts, not always 
easily obtained from his larger works such as the Monadology. Leibniz discusses the 
orthodox topics—God, Substance, Final Causes, etc.—in an attempt not only to 
portray the truth about the universe as he saw it, but also to evolve a common rational 
basis for contemporary philosophical and theological beliefs. This feature imparts to 
the argument an admirable clarity and conciseness. This edition reveals the meticulous 
scholarship of the series. (193) 


PHILOSOPHICAL INVESTIGATIONS. Ludwig Wittgenstein. Translated 
from the German by G. E. M. Anscombe. Blackwell (Oxford), 37s.6d. 1953. 
22°8 cm. 478 pages. Diagrams (1 in colour). 

The author’s view of philosophy as ‘a battle against the bewitchment of our intelli- 

gence by means of our language’ leads him to show the reader, in a series of brilliant 

though never completely resolved discussions, how to eliminate for himself the 
confusion present in philosophical questions by recognising its repeating pattern. 

Primarily, Wittgenstein is concerned with concepts and not with language but, since 

we commonly assume grammar to be so intimately related to our experience that 

it is a significant guide to it, due attention must be paid to the forms of expression in 
the analysis of experience. This technique is used successively to elucidate such 
concepts as ‘understanding’, ‘meaning’, ‘states of consciousness’, etc. This outstanding 
book presupposes prior knowledge of the author’s earlier Tractatus Logico- 
Philosophicus and is therefore suitable only for specialists. (193)

THE ROOT OF THE VINE. Essays in Biblical Theology. Anton Fridrichsen 
and Other Members of Uppsala University. Introduction by A. G. Hebert. 
Dacre Press, 16s. 1953. 22°8 cm. 168 pages. 

These essays represent a school of New Testament thought specially associated with 

the University of Uppsala whose members, led by Dr. Fridrichsen, while not neglect- 

ing the importance of documentary and archaeological studies, believe that the Bible 
can only be rightly understood in so far as it is interpreted as a continuous religious 
tradition. It is held that when the New Testament writers came to expound the work 
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of Jesus, they inevitably used the imagery of the Old Testament since they saw in the 
outstanding historical events of Hebrew history the operation of the divine purpose 
which found its fulfilment in the acts recorded in the New Testament. The strength 
as well as the weakness of this typological exegesis is well illustrated in this significant 
book. 225°6) 


AGAPE AND EROS. Part I, A Study of the Christian Idea of Love. Part Il, 
[he History of the Christian Idea of Love. Anders Nygren. Authorised translation 
(from the Swedish) by Philip $. Watson. S.P.C.K., 35s. 1953. 22°3 cm. 764 pages. 
Indexes. 
This book deals with the Christian idea of love (agape) which is set over against the 
Hellenistic idea (eros) and the Jewish conception of law (nomos). In the dealings 
of man with God, the last two emphasise what man does and desires whereas ‘agape’ 
lays the central stress on the free goodwill of God which is not dependent on human 
merit. The meaning of Christian love in the New Testament is carefully analysed 
and the history of the idea is traced from New Testament times to Luther. Originally 
this work, which has exercised a marked influence on theological thought, was 
published in three volumes in an English translation. It now appears in one volume 
in a revised and in part a new translation with a valuable preface by the translator.

[THE SERVANT-MESSIAH. A Study of the Public Ministry of Jesus. 
T. W. Manson. Cambridge University Press, 10s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 112 pages. 
Biblical reference. Indexes. 
The Shaffer lectures given in America in 1939, revised for delivery to undergraduates 
in Cambridge. While erudition is evident on every page, it would be difficult to 
name a more suitable introduction for the non-specialist to the study of the Christian 
Faith. In stimulating chapters, Professor Manson discusses the public ministry of 


Jesus and the transformation of the Jewish Messianic hope. He then assesses the 


significance of the work of John the Baptist, indicates what Jesus taught by speech 
and action and concludes with a singularly fresh treatment of the nature of the 
Church as the continuation of the Messianic function of Christ. (232°9) 


OBEDIENCE. Being the English version of L’Obéissance et la Religieuse 
d’ Aujourd hui. Introduction by Dom Olivier Rousseau. Blackfriars Publications, 
16s.6d. 1953. 22°2 cm. 297 pages. (Religious Life, Il) 

This series of symposia consists of papers read at meetings convened by the editor 

of La Vie Spirituelle to discuss problems of the nun’s vocation today. Obedience, the 

third volume of the series, contains translations of reports by eminent French 
theologians and by nuns themselves. While the first and second sections of the book 
dealing with the History and Doctrine of Religious Obedience are of great interest 
and importance for all religious, both men and women, the third and last sections 
dealing with Psychological Maturity and Experience (in practical obedience) may 
be of more special value and concern for those interested in the problems of modern 
religious sisters. (234) 


THE REVELATIONS OF MECHTHILD OF MAGDEBURG 
(1210-1297) or The Flowing Light of the Godhead. Translated from the [German] 
Manuscript in the Library of the Monastery of Einsiedeln by Lucy Menzies. 
Longmans, 18s. 1953. 22°3 cm. 301 pages. Bibliography. 

Mechthild was an outstanding mystic of the thirteenth century who lived for many 

years in the Convent of St. Agnes, Magdeburg. It appears that it was not her intention 
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to write a book, but she was compelled by ‘the mighty love of God’ te write down 
what came to her and to impart to others her vision of divine love. Although she 
lived in a convent, her outlook embraces the needs of her age and a concern for 
practical guidance in daily conduct. Her work is here translated for the first time 
into English and Miss Menzies, who contributes an introduction, has achieved a 
notable success. (242) 


THE CHRISTIAN ATTITUDE TO OTHER RELIGIONS. 
E. C. Dewick. Cambridge University Press, 25s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 230 pages. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. 

This volume contains the Hulsean lectures delivered in the University of Cambridge, 

1949. While the author does not attempt to give a comprehensive account of non- 

Christian religions, he is specially concerned to indicate what should be the attitude of 

the Christian Church towards other faiths and to consider the need for the reform 

of missionary policy and practice in the light of the changing religious and political 
situation. The book is based not only upon extensive study but upon a first-hand 
acquaintance with missionary problems during a residence of twenty-six years in 

India and Ceylon. (266) 


EVERYONE’S BOOK ABOUT THE ENGLISH CHURCH. 
F. C. Happold. Faber, 12s.6d. 1953. 20°9 cm. 176 pages. 4 plates. 13 drawings in 
text. Index. 

The author has succeeded in writing a most entertaining account of the English 

Church for those who are eager to have information that can be easily digested 

about many matters relating to the development and organisation of the Church in 

England. Dividing his subject into four parts, he deals first with the story of the 

English Church down to the present day, secondly with its organisation and 

government, thirdly with the furniture of the Church and the dress of its ministers, 

and finally with the English Bible, prayer book and hymns. (283-42)

STATES AND MIND. Reflections on their Interaction in History. Michael 

Balfour. Cresset Press, 158. 1953. 22*3 cm. 160 pages. Index. 

Thinking for himself, the author worries out a problem which is above all today’s 
problem, namely, to what extent men can be masters of their environment. He is not 
hurried into easy conclusions. Long experience of public life has made him sceptical 
of anything but the application, in each fresh situation, of commonsense tempered 
by scepticism. Only this unexciting, almost humdrum attitude will, he believes, 
suffice to break the impact of political propaganda, which is able to do anything 
except, ultimately, to convince. Mr. Balfour writes with clarity, with wit, with 
disillusion, yet not without hope for the future. A thoughtful book for the thoughtful 
reader. (301-1) 


LOVE’S APPRENTICE. A Handbook for Combatants in the War of Sexes. 
Tom Hopkinson. Cape, 15s. 1953. 20°5 cm. 288 pages. 

Che theme of the book is the possibility of increasing human happiness in the relation- 

ships between men and women. In a long approach to the theme, there is a great 

deal of literary analysis of Clarissa, Les Liaisons Dangereuses, Hazlitt’s Liber Amoris, 

Stendhal’s De L’ Amour and other texts. These are analysed sensitively as leading to 
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the theme, which is dealt with from a background of recent European psychological 
work. Admirably written, witty, with a unity imposed on it by dialogue discussions 
throughout, this brightly conceived approach assists a new discussion of a theme of 
perennial interest. (301-1) 


INTRODUCTION TO MALTHUS. Edited by D. V. Glass. Watts, 10s.6d. 
1953. 20°3 cm. 215 pages. Bibliographies. 
As Professor Glass points out, although the Malthusian theory of population is 
frequently mentioned, what Malthus actually wrote is far from widely known, 
partly owing to the formidable size of the later editions of the Essay on the Principle of 
Population. Malthus did, however, write two shorter works, now rare, which 
expressed his main arguments, and they are conveniently reprinted here: A Summary 
View of the Principle of Population (1830) and his Letter to Samuel Whitbread (1807). 
Che editor and two of his colleagues at the London School of Economics, H. L. 
Beales and A. T. Peacock, have contributed introductory essays on Malthus and his 
influence. (301-32) 


THE MALTHUSIAN POPULATION THEORY. G. F. McCleary 
Faber, 158. 1953. 22°8 cm. 192 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Index. 
Dr. McCleary, formerly of the medical staff of the Ministry of Health, gives a non- 
technical account of the theory of population formulated by Malthus in his Essay 
on the Principle of Population (1798) and asks how far the theories are true of today, 
when population problems are again to the fore. His book will help the general 
reader to understand what those problems are. The author has made a special study 
of population questions, especially in the British Commonwealth, and has already 
published several works, including Population: To-day’s Question, The Menace of 
British Depopulation, and The Maternity and Child Welfare Movement. (301°32) 


THE ENGLISH VILLAGE. W. P. Baker. Oxford University Press, 6s. 1953. 
17 cm. 232 pages. Maps. Tables. Bibliography. Index. (Home University Library) 
This is intended for all those who wish to study English village life as it is today. 
Using brief historical references as a general background, the author first discusses 
the size, shape and character of typical villages, and then considers the people who 
live and work in them. Suitable emphasis is laid on the importance of the various 
institutions—the churches, Women’s Institutes, the inns—which help to make the 
village a community. The question of rural education is dealt with at some length 
and special mention is made of the Village Colleges in Cambridgeshire. A final 
chapter deals with village government in its various aspects. (301°35)

POLITICS IN THE AGE OF PEEL. A Study in the Technique of 
Parliamentary Representation, 1830-1850. Norman Gash. Longmans, 45s. 1953. 
22°8 cm. $18 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

In this well-documented study the author examines at great length the working of the 

political system in Great Britain mainly after the passing of the Reform “Bill of 

1832. The period was one of political and social unrest; the corn-law controversy, 

Chartism, the Irish problem and the rest called for disinterested action from the 

nation’s leaders. This book shows clearly, by detailed study of individual elections 

and of the records of particular constituencies, how difficult this was to achieve in 
view of the extreme slowness in overcoming electoral patronage and corruption. 

It should interest historians as well as students of g government. (324°42) 
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STRUGGLE FOR AFRICA. Vernon Bartlett. 
252 pages. Map. Index.

No one interested in current African problems can afford to neglect this detached 
and eminently sensible review of the major question in Africa today—the relationship 
of the leading minority of whites to the mass of blacks in different stages of develo 

ment. The excellent intention of treating Africa as a whole leads the author rather fer 
afield, and all too briefly into the Belgian Congo, French and Portuguese Africa. 
Major sections deal with the Union, West Africa, and the East African territories, 
with a separate chapter on Central African Federation. The whole message of the 
book, illustrated and stressed throughout, is at the end: ‘we must make partnership 
a reality, and we have little time in which to do it’. (325*3096) 


BRITISH COLONIAL DEVELOPMENTS, 1774-1834. Select 
Documents. Edited by Vincent Harlow and Frederick Madden. Oxford University 
Press, 358. 19$3. 22°2 cm. 642 pages. Index. 


This monumental collection of documents is intended to provide a balanced view 
and background to the period bounded by the American War of Independence and 
the Emancipation of Slaves, a period which in the view of the editors was one of 
experiments having lasting results on the colonial empire. These were threefold: 
constitutional, leading to internal colonial self-government; economic, leading away 
from monopoly towards free trade; and social, a growing sense of responsibility for 
primitive peoples. The documents themselves are arranged on this plan. They are 
drawn from a wide range of sources, and as far as possible include original or ‘little 

used material whilst omitting matter readily available elsewhere. Most of the 
documents, therefore, are letters, despatches, and reports of individuals and officials 
rather than parliamentary speeches and statutes, and will be new material to most 
students. (325°342) 


RETURN TO GOLI. Peter Abrahams. Faber, 12s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 224 pages. 


Peter Abrahams, a journalist and novelist, settled and married in England since 1941, 
returned home to Johannesburg in 1952. This is the account of what he found. Its 
sections, the Coloureds, the Indians, the Blacks, the Whites, the Non-White Front, 
are sufficiently descriptive. This is little more than a journalist’s impressions, but 
particularly valuable as illustrating what the colour bar looks like to a coloured man 
habituated to Europe. (325-68) 


THE YEAR BOOK OF WORLD AFFAIRS, 1953. Edited by George W. 
Keeton and Georg Schwarzenberger. Stevens & Sons, 42s. 1953. 25°4 cm.

Included in the usual authoritative accounts of recent developments in international 
law and relations are contributions by Professor H. Seton-Watson, on Five Years of 
Cold War; Professor S$. Engel, on The Changing Charter of the United Nations; 
Professor C. H. Alexandrowicz, on The Indian Constitution; and Professor H. A. 
Smith, on The Anglo-Norwegian Fisheries Case. The regular, valuable, reports on 
world affairs have been prepared by a number of contributors and are grouped under 
sociological, economic, geographical, psychological and educational, legal and 
institutional aspects. The work is published under the auspices of the London 
Institute of World Affairs.

BRITAIN AND THE UNITED STATES: PROBLEMS IN CO- 
OPERATION. A joint report by Study Groups of the Council on Foreign 
Relations (New York) and the Royal Institute of International Affairs (London), 
prepared by Henry L. Roberts and Paul A. Watson. Royal Institute of International 
Affairs, 8s.6d. 1953. 21°5 cm. 238 pages. Paper bound. 


An unusual and important study of the relations between the U.S.A. and Great 
Britain in the post-war world. Much of its value lies in the fact that study groups on 
both sides of the Atlantic are jointly responsible for it and have made a conscious 
effort to expl: ain the many causes for misunderstanding which exist between the two 
countries. The report deals with the interplay of domestic and foreign policy, the 
relations of the United States and Great Britain to the United Nations, U.S.S.R.., 
Europe, the Middle East, Asia and the Far East. Both political and economic questions 
are explored and, though the title of the book stresses the difficulties of co-operation, 
the whole tenor of the report is constructive and optimistic. (327°42)

CASE COMMENTARY ON THE INCOME TAX ACTS. C. E. 
Garland for the Inland Revenue. H.M. Stationery Office, 30s. 1953. 25°4 cm. 
421 pages. 

The object of this work is to furnish for each section of the Income Tax Acts in turn 

a summary of English Court decisions bearing upon the section, and a quick reference 

to the dicta interpreting them. It is issued as a companion volume to the 6th edition 

of Harrison’s Index to Tax Cases, and its publication in loose leaf form will enable 
it to be kept up to date. (336°24) 


THE FREE PORT SYSTEM IN THE BRITISH WEST INDIES. 
A Study in Commercial Policy, 1766-1822. Frances Armytage. Longmans for The 
Royal Empire Society, 21s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 186 pages. Map. Tables. Bibliography. 
Index. (Imperial Studies) 

In the late eighteenth and early nineteenth centuries the West Indies were, as the 

author points out, in many ways the most valuable parts of the British Empire: they 

grew produce which could not be produced in Britain, their populations were 
dependent on British manufactures, and they were available as entrepéts for trading 
with the Spanish and French colonies in the Caribbean. The evolution of the free port 
system in those regions is thus of great significance in commercial history. This 
authoritative study, based mainly on state papers, adds much to the knowledge of 
the subject. (337) 


CONTRACTS AND FINANCE. William Ashworth. H.M. Stationery Office 
and Longmans, 22s.6d. 1953. 24°7 cm. 319 pages. Tables. Index. (History of the 
Second World War: United Kingdom Civil Series) 

The author, who is Lecturer in Economic History at the London School of Economics, 

discusses three major problems which had to be solved during the war: the financial 

control of the procurement of war supplies, the design of a war contract which would 
allow for a consistent price policy, and the provision of capital for firms engaged in 
war production. From his extensive use of the records of the Admiralty, the Ministry 
of Supply, and the Ministry of Aircraft Production (the departments principally 
concerned) he presents an authoritative account of an important aspect of the financial 
history of the war. (338-9) 











THE FUTURE OF NATIONALIZATION. H. A. Clegg and T. E. 
Chester. Blackwell (Oxford), 12s.6d. 1953. 18°7 cm. 221 pages. 


The authors (a Fellow of Nuffield College, Oxford, and a member of the Acton 
Society Trust) show how the difficulties inherent in the nationalisation of the 
electricity, gas, transport and other industries in Great Britain since 1945 have led to 
unsuitable forms of organisation, and maintain that far less centralisation should 
have taken place. They argue that national ownership and national planning could 
be made compatible with small-scale operation, and give outline schemes of 
reorganisation for the various industries in accordance with their principles. The 
essay is clearly written, and should prove of general interest. (338-9) 


THE CONTROL OF RAW MATERIALS. J. Hurstfield. H.M. Stationery 
Office and Longmans, 35s. 1953. 24°7 cm. $46 pages. Tables. Index. (History of the 
Second World War: United Kingdom Civil Series) 


Beginning with the control of British raw material supplies from 1919 to 1939 the 
author, who is Lecturer in Modern History at University College, London, deals 
with the vitally important question of the supply of the materials required for 
munitions, export, or for civil purposes during the Second World War. He describes 
in full detail the working of import licensing and state purchasing, the achievements 
of Anglo-French and Anglo-American collaboration, and the labour and production 
problems connected with raw material supply at home. The volume contains 
numerous statistical tables of sources, trade and consumption of various classes of 
material. (338-9) 


CIVILIAN ASSIGNMENT. Sir Cecil M. Weir. Methuen, 21s. 1953. 22°3 cm. 
196 pages. 26 illustrations. Index. 
Sir Cecil Weir gives an account of the achievements of the last fifteen years with 
which he has been concerned as an administrator, beginning with the Empire 
Exhibition held in Scotland in 1938. He touches on such varied matters as civil 
defence, the export drive of 1940, wartime concentration of industry, the clothing 
of demobilised servicemen, and penicillin production, and reaches into the inter- 
national field with an account of post-war reconstruction in Germany and the 
struggle for the restoration of our balance of payments. Many leading personalities 
appear in the book, adding greatly to its interest. (338-9)

THE CONSTITUTIONAL HISTORY OF MODERN BRITAIN, 
1485-1951.

Oliver Plunkett (1629-81), Roman Catholic archbishop of Armagh and titular 
primate of Ireland, was one of the victims of Titus Oates’s ‘Popish Plot’, and was 
hanged, drawn and quartered at Tyburn on a charge of treason based on a conspiracy 
to bring a large French army into Ireland. His trial was marked by all the features to 
which we have become accustomed in modern totalitarian trials: spies, manipulated 
evidence, perjury, framed confessions, all under an elaborate facade of judicial 
procedure. Miss Curtayne’s book is in the nature of a running commentary on the 
verbatim report of the trial which is here reproduced. (343°1)

The first volume of a set planned to include five volumes of text and an index 

volume, at a price of £21 complete. The Constitution Act as altered to 31 December 

1950, with notes of relevant High Court decisions, is given, and, in alphabetical 

order of short title other acts as far as the Commonwealth Public Works Committee 

Act. This will be the first consolidation of Australian federal parliamentary acts to 

be published since that covering the years to 1935. Publication, planned for comple- 

tion during 1953, is with the authority of the government of the Commonwealth 

of Australia.

A FIRST BOOK OF ENGLISH LAW. O. Hood Phillips. 2nd, revised, 

edition. Sweet & Maxwell, 17s.6d. 1953. 22°2 cm. 317 pages. Tables. Index. 
A new edition of a book first published in 1948 which has become recognised as a 
concise and clear introduction for those about to study English law, whether university 
students in England or readers overseas acquainted with some other system of law. 
After an introductory survey, Part 1 deals with the various systems of courts, their 
composition and jurisdiction; Part 2 deals fairly fully with sources of English law, 
such as legislation and statutes, their interpretation, judicial precedents, law reports, 
custom, and authoritative textbooks. The third part, on general principles of 
English law, has main sections on criminal law, property, tort, contract, and persons. 
The author is Dean of the Faculty of Law in the University of Birmingham. (347) 


SALMOND ON THE LAW OF TORTS. ith edition by i eee 
Heuston. Sweet & Maxwell, 42s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 854 pages. Tables. Index. 
This standard treatise on the English law of torts by the late Sir John Salmond first 
appeared in 1907. For twenty years after the author’s death the book was edited 
by the late Dr. Stallybrass, whose last edition was the roth in 1945. The editor of this 
edition, a Fellow of Pembroke College, Oxford, has dealt with the outstanding 
changes in recent years, especially in defamation, contributory negligence, and 
occupier’s liability, and has included references to the many new English cases in all 
aspects of the law and has considerably increased the number of references to cases 
from other common law countries. (347°5) 


THE LAW OF LIBEL AND SLANDER. Oswald S. Hickson and P. F. 
Carter-Ruck. Faber, 30s. 1953. 22°8 cm. 304 pages. Index. 

This work, begun by the late Oswald Hickson and completed by Mr. Carter-Ruck, 

is written primarily for the writer, publisher, editor and public speaker rather than 
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for the lawyer. It provides a useful account of the law of libel and slander and 
defences thereto. There are also chapters on damages, criminal proceedings, the special 
position of newspapers and distributors. The book is the more welcome because it 
includes the important changes brought about by the Defamation Act, 1952. (347°5) 


FAMILY LAW. Jack Hamawi. Stevens & Sons, sos. 1953. 22°2 cm. 440 pages. 
Tables. Index. 
This treatise is a new and thorough account of English law of marriage and will 
usefully fill a gap in existing literature. Part 1 deals with relations before marriage, 
such as capacity to marry, and the contract of marriage and celebration of marriage; 
Part 2, the greater part of the work, is on rights between the spouses and covers 
proof of marriage, matrimonial domicile, the matrimonial home, maintenance, rights 
of property, and questions of contract. The third part, on infants, includes chapters 
on the welfare of infants, parental obligations, and illegitimacy. The author is a 
barrister-at-law. (347°6)

THE CONTROL OF DELEGATED LEGISLATION. D. J. Hewitt. 
Butterworth (Sydney, Australia, and London), 48s.6d. 1953. 21-7 cm. 195 pages. 
Table of cases. Table of statutes. Bibliography. Index. 
Mr. Hewitt, a lecturer in constitutional law at the Canterbury University College, 
New Zealand, discusses the doctrine of ultra vires in relation to the legislative powers 
of the executive government making special reference to Great Britain, Australia, 
New Zealand and Canada. An outline of the nature of delegated legislation, and a 
chapter on its history are followed by a consideration of the subject as it has been 
found to affect such fields as real estate, education, public health, transport, taxation, 
contracts, and various industries. Finally, suggestions are made for reform of the 
law. Sir Cecil Carr, in a foreword, commends this book to law teachers and prac- 
titioners.

GUARDIANS OF THE QUEEN’S PEACE. The Development and 
Work of Britain’s Police. George Howard. Odhams Press, 15s. 1953. 21°5 cm. 
256 pages. 35 illustrations. Index. 

This is a well written popular account of the evolution of Britain’s police force. 

Beginning in Saxon times, the author covers the Norman constable, the work of the 

Tudors in maintaining order and its collapse in the social changes of the seventeenth 

century. This is followed by the Bow Street Runners and the beginnings of a profes- 

sional force in the early nineteenth century and their subsequent extension and 
development into the modern police system. Later chapters deal with New Scotland 

Yard, with scientific detection of crime, the Special Branch, and women police.

at home and abroad. There is also a list of Foreign Embassies, Legations and Consulates 
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in the British Empire. Miscellaneous information includes consular districts, dates 
for flying flags, salaries and precedence.

SOLDIERS AND SOLDIERING or Epithets of War. Earl Wavell. 
Cape, 8s.6d. 1953. 19°8 cm. 174 pages. 
Apart from a lecture on the Roman general Belisarius, all the papers in this book 
have been published previously in one form or another, but the late Field-Marshal 
wrote so well and with such great knowledge on military subjects that it is pleasant 
to find them collected together in one volume. Whether the author is talking about 
good generals as a whole or good generals in particular—such as Montgomery or 
Rommel—he is always worthy of close attention, not least for his style. Of especial 
interest are the studies of those three brilliant but unorthodox leaders, T. E. Lawrence, 
Wingate and Spencer Chapman. (355°04) 


THE GERMAN GENERAL STAFF: Its History and Structure, 1657-1945. 
Walter Gérlitz. Translated from the German and abridged by Brian Battershaw. 
Hollis & Carter, 30s. 1953. 22 cm. $27 pages. Index. 

Walter Gérlitz’s detailed story of Der Deutsche Generalstab, which was virtu 

destroyed by Hitler towards the end of the last war, has been reduced, in the Engli 

translation, to reasonable limits, but even so it remains a lengthy study—suitable 
mainly for the military student, to whom it will be of great interest. Not only does 
the author write about the Staff itself, but he also describes the campaigns in which 
until recently it played such a prominent part (more than half the book is devoted 
to the two World Wars). Many of Herr Gérlitz’s philosophical comments on warfare 
and strategy are worthy of note. (355°33)

A SHORT HISTORY OF EDUCATIONAL IDEAS. S. J. Curtis and 
M. E. A. Boultwood. University Tutorial Press, 18s.6d. 1953. 21°5 cm. $28 pages.

Although described as a ‘short’ history, this survey of educational ideas from Greek 

and Roman times to educational writers of the present century offers the student and 

the general reader a comprehensive account which is well documented through- 
out. The authors, who are Senior Lecturers in Education in the University of Leeds, 
have approached their subject on chronological and biographical lines, deliberately 
selecting this method ‘to make the reader aware of the dangers of over-generalisation 
in educational thinking, and the misapplication of past ideas to present circumstances’. 
The Vice-Chancellor of the University of Leeds contributes a Foreword. (370°9) 


BEGINNINGS. Teaching Art to Children. Minnie McLeish and Ella Moody. 
2nd edition. Studio Publications, 15s. 1953. 25°3 cm. 96 pages. Illustrations (some 
coloured). Bibliography. (How To Do It) 

This edition of a book first published in 1941 has been replanned and largely rewritten. 

Eight simple crafts are dealt with: brush and colour work, paperwork, printing, 

embroidery, pottery and sculpture, wooden toy making, basketry and weaving. 

The authors claim that the book, which is extensively illustrated, ‘attempts no more 

than the stimulation of imagination, the desire to adventure, and the guidance of 

the novice in his early experiments’. In these modest aims, they succeed admirably.

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THE GIRLS’ SCHOOL YEAR BOOK: PUBLIC SCHOOLS, 1953.

In this, the forty-seventh annual issue of the official book of the Association of Head 
Mistresses, Girls’ Public Schools in Great Britain are listed in alphabetical order of 
towns, with particulars of staff, general arrangements, fees, examinations, etc. The 
schools are also indexed alphabetically. A ‘Public School’ is defined as one which 
possesses a Governing Body, as opposed to a private undertaking. Brief details of all 
British Universities and Colleges are also given. Part II of the book deals with careers, 
with particulars of the various professions and openings for girls. A complete list 
of Public Secondary Schools for girls, followed by a list of Preparatory Schools, 
appears at the end.

RECOLLECTIONS OF THE CAMBRIDGE UNION 1815-1939. 
Percy Cradock. Bowes & Bowes (Cambridge), 12s.6d. 1953. 22-2 cm. 200 pages.

The University Debating Society has been celebrated for well over a century as one 
of the best training grounds for British public life. Certainly the calibre of the con- 
tributors to these annals bears out this reputation; they include chapters by the present 
Chancellor of the Exchequer and Sir Norman Birkett. In general the debates before 
the First World War seem to have maintained a more distinguished as well as a more 
urbane level, but to have reached their maximum vitality and popularity immediately 
after it. The history is intelligently arranged and contains many amusing stories as 
well as some brilliant oratorical performances. (378-06) 


THE YEARBOOK OF THE UNIVERSITIES OF THE COMMON- 
WEALTH, 1953. 30th issue. Bell for The Association of Universities of the 
British Commonwealth, 63s.

All Commonwealth university institutions of good standing and also the universities 

of the Republic of Ireland are represented; the entries comprise staff directories,

history, regulations, and practice of its universities generally. Appendices give, inter 
alia, information on admission to a first degree course in United Kingdom, Canadian, 

Australian and South African universities, and postgraduate awards. This edition is

The Review opens with an Introduction giving a general description of the Sudan, 
its constitution and government, followed by six sections dealing with Natural 
Resources and Production; Trade; Finance and Currency; Legislative and Administra- 
tive Development; Communications; and Social Development. There are five 
appendices giving statistical information on the Sudan’s exports and imports for 
the years 1950 and 1951. (380-9624) 
Transportation 
SOME AFRICAN MILESTONES. H. F. Varian. Ronald (Oxford), 18s. 6d. 
1953- 22 cm. 287 pages. 36 plates. Endpaper map. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 
Henry Varian went to Africa in 1898, and has been engaged there on railway con- 
struction until recent years. The Beira Railway, the Victoria Falls Survey, the 
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Benguela Railway, and last of all, the survey for the extension, now begun, of the 
line from Kampala to Kilembe, are but some of the great enterprises in which he 
took a hand. But though these have an historical importance, the value of the book 
lies in its intimate account of bush-life in the early days—the ways of the wild animals 
when they were more plentiful than now, hunting episodes—and in the author's 
recollections of men whose names have passed into Rhodesian history. These early 
days, when railhead was at Umtali and the journey to Salisbury was completed by 
ox waggon, will soon have passed from living memory, and only these and similar 
reminiscences will serve to recall an Africa that has passed away. (385-0967) 


UNION CASTLE CHRONICLE 1853-1953. Marischal Murray. 
Longmans, 21s. 1953. 24°3 cm. 410 pages. 148 illustrations (6 in colour). Indexes. 
On 15 September 1857 Captain Strutt took the Dane down the Solent, bound for 
Table Bay, thus inaugurating a service which is still maintained by vessels of the 
Union Castle Line. The company itself was formed at the beginning of this century, 
and it united those keen rivals, Sir Donald Currie’s Castle Line, and the older Union 
Company, whose original business had been carrying coal. Mr. Murray’s book is an 
official history of the sea link between South Africa and Britain. It is written with 
judicious skill, and the chapters which relate to the two World Wars are, in particular, 
models of compression. (387°$4)

PIERCED HEARTS AND TRUE LOVE. An Illustrated History of the 
Origin and Development of European Tattooing and a Survey of its Present State. 
Hanns Ebensten. Verschoyle, 128.6d. 1953. 22*2 cm. 96 pages. Coloured frontispiece. 
8 plates. Drawings. Bibliography. 

‘Lamp black, indigo, chinese ink, gunpowder, animal or vegetable ash, soot, coal 

dust and even the deposit scraped from the inside of pipes’, says the author, have all 

been utilised as materials in tattooing. His book is a history of this garish craft, brief, 

amusing, and illustrated with typical designs. It is a work of enthusiasm rather than 

of learning, and the author is surely right in ascribing sexual attraction as the factor 

behind the wish to become adorned in this way. (391)

YOU HAVE A POINT THERE. A Guide to Punctuation and Its Allies. 
Eric Partridge. Hamish Hamilton, 12s.6d. 1953. 22°2 cm. 240 pages. Index. 
Mr. Eric Partridge is well known for his books on English usage. In this book he 
deals with all the stops used in punctuating, and also with such ‘allies’ as capitals, 
italics, apostrophe, hyphen and paragraphing. A striking chapter is that in which he 
takes an unpunctuated extract and shows, in parallel columns, examples of punctua- 
tion—semi-literate, competent, and artistic. John W. Clark gives a very clear 
explanation of American practice in punctuation. This book should hold its authority 
for a long time. (421-9)

Mathematics: Computation Instruments 

THE STANDARD MANUAL OF THE SLIDE RULE: Its History, 
Principle and Operation. J. E. Thompson. 2nd edition. Macmillan, 15s. 1953. 
21°§ cm. 223 pages. Illustrations. 

This new edition does not differ greatly from the original version (1930). The first. 

chapter gives an excellent history of the development of the slide rule, from Oughtred. 
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to Mannheim. The theory and methods of using the modern type of slide rule are 
clearly explained, and modified forms, such as the polyphase, the chemist’s, the 
cylindrical, are described. A large variety of typical problems and a set of examples 
for the student are included. The explanations are clear and simple, provided the 
reader has at hand some form of slide rule on which to carry out the prescribed 
manipulations. (510°7) 


Astronomy: Astrophysics 


FLYING SAUCERS. Donald H. Menzel. Putnam, 21s. 1953. 20°3 cm. 333 pages. 
Frontispiece. 96 illustrations and diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 


The author, who is a distinguished American astrophysicist and a professor at Harvard, 
has collected a large amount of evidence relating to curious atmospheric and related 
phenomena, such as the recent so-called ‘flying saucers’, which cannot be dismissed 
as mere hallucinations. The book is noteworthy both for its comprehensive collection 
of historical references and for its detailed physical explanation of the phenomena 
recorded, in terms of sunlight reflected from ice crystals, the action of the air in 
forming mirages, etc. There is a short appendix on the elementary mathematical 
theory of mirages. (523) 


Surveying 
MAP AND LANDSCAPE. Dorothy Sylvester. George Philip: Philip, Son & 
Nephew, 25s. 1953. 22°6 cm. 304 pages. Frontispiece. 8 colour plates. 79 illustrations 
and diagrams. 4 tables. Index. 
Miss Sylvester’s purpose is to provide the instruction necessary to equip students for 
regional surveys. Her book is in three sections: map-reading, the study of geographical 
features, and the three-dimensional study of landscape. Throughout it is emphasised 
that neither map-study nor field work alone will give the required proficiency. The 
book is based on extensive experience in teaching undergraduates, and contains 
much practical advice. Indeed, it is directed as much to the instructor as to the student. 
pal teeta are given cither in the text or by illustrations to drive the points 
home. The exposition is clear but not always as precise as it might be, and there is a 
certain amount of repetition. (526-9) 


Physics 

RELATIVITY AND REALITY. A Re-interpretation of Anomalies Appear- 
ing in the Theories of Relativity. E. G. Barter. Watts, 15s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 144 pages. 
Diagrams. Bibliography. 

A critical examination of the interpretation, as opposed to the analysis, of the special 

and general theories of relativity. The author seeks a physical interpretation which, 

even if assuming unobservable entities, is more in line with ‘commonsense’ ideas. 

Whether the reader considers this aim successful, or even necessary, he will find the 

subject clearly argued and based on key points in relativity theory. The treatment is 

non-mathematical and the work provides, inter alia, an admirable non-technical 

account of the theory. ($30°1) 


ATOMS AND ENERGY. H. S. W. Massey. Elek Books, 16s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 
174 pages. 37 illustrations and diagrams. Index. (Science in Action) 


An account, for the non-scientific reader, of the present state of knowledge about the 
atom and its nucleus, written by an authority in the field. The experiments and theories 
of the last fifty years, on which this knowledge is based, are sketched briefly. The 
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emphasis is upon scientific rather than technological aspects. The result is a book in 
which current ideas are clearly brought out, unobscured by detail though supported 
by an adequate background; the last chapter, on present-day research in pure atomic 
physics, is particularly good. On the other hand the printing is indifferent, photographs 
lack detail, the proof-reader has been careless, and the frontispiece promised in the 
index is lacking. (539°7) 


Chemistry 


MODERN MASS SPECTROMETRY. G. P. Barnard. Institute of Physics, 
$08. 1953. 24°5 cm. 326 pages. 153 illustrations. Diagrams. 31 tables. Bibliography. 
Index. (Physics in Industry) 

This book describes the principles and practice of the design and operation, and chief 

application, of direction focusing mass spectrometers of the kind used for determining 

the relative concentrations of ions produced by controlled electron bombardment of 
gases. As head of the Mass Spectrometry Laboratory at the National Physical 

Laboratory the author was able to draw upon a wide circle of mass spectrometer 

users for information, and the book reflects both his own experience and the opinions 

of many American and British workers in this field. Most of the book is devoted to 
established principles and practice, but the author has also included material which is 
still the subject for debate. The reader is thus given information which is of permanent 
value and, at the same time, introduced to some of the difficult second-order problems 
which limit the accuracy of mass spectrometers when applied to problems of chemical 
analysis. (545°8) 


ESTIMATION OF ORGANIC COMPOUNDS. F. Wild. Cambridge 
University Press, 25s. 1953. 22°} cm. 247 pages. 29 figures. Indexes. 
The author of this work is a Fellow and Senior Tutor at Cambridge and a research 
chemist in the Department of Medicine there. He reviews literature in his field up to 
the end of 1951 in considerable detail and includes many special methods of estimation 
at least in outline. Compounds and groupings dealt with are: olefines, alcohols, enols, 
phenols, mercaptans, aldehydes and ketones, acetyl, benzoyl, methoxyl, propoxyl, 
butoxyl, methylimino, ethylimino, methyl and ethyl groups attached to sulphur, the 
methyl group attached to carbon, amines and amino compounds, nitro, nitroso, 
cyano, and isocyanates and isothiocyanates. This is a uscful laboratory manual, 
especially for the advanced and research worker. (547701) 


Geology Meteorology 


STRUCTURAL AND FIELD GEOLOGY FOR STUDENTS OF 
PURE AND APPLIED SCIENCE. James Geikie. 6th edition revised by 
Robert Campbell and Robert M. Craig. Oliver & Boyd, 37s.6d. 1953. 22°8 cm. 
421 pages. 69 plates (3 in colour). 147 illustrations in text, including maps. 
References. Index. 

Geikie’s introduction to geology has been a standard work for generations of students. 

This edition differs little from the fifth (1940), in which the editors made extensive 

changes while preserving the original treatment and scope. Six chapters, dealing with 

rock-forming minerals and rocks, and with metamorphism, were rewritten and 
certain chapters omitted. Elsewhere, Geikie’s views have been modified, and brief 
references to modern techniques, such as geophysical prospecting and air survey, 
added. It is, however, for its clear statement of the fundamentals of ficld geology, 
which have undergone relatively little change, that the work will be valued. (550) 
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THE EARTH AND ITS MYSTERIES. G. W. Tyrrell. Bell, 16s. 1953. 
19 cm. 290 pages. 29 photographs. $4 figures in text. Tables. Index. 


Dr. Tyrrell covers a very wide field in this volume, no less than the whole of the 
earth’s history. His method is to work backwards in time, from the rocks and 
processes now observable to continental drift, isostasy, and the age of the earth. In 
the allotted space, he cannot elaborate on the many themes he touches upon, but he 
gives some indication of conflicting theories. The style is clear and not unreasonably 
burdened with technical terms. There are no references to further reading, and rather 
more light on the practical applications of geology would have added to the book’s 
attraction for the general reader. (s51°1) 


HANDBOOK OF STATISTICAL METHODS IN METEOROLOGY. 
C. E. P. Brooks and N. Carruthers for the Air Ministry: Meteorological Office. 
H.M. Stationery Office, 25s. 1953. 24°8 cm. 420 pages. 75 figures. 128 tables. 
Bibliography. Index. 

This Handbook is intended to serve both as textbook and reference book. The 

examples and exercises, almost entirely meteorological, illustrate a wide range of 

problems. How series of observations can be analysed to make the most of them and 
how the results of such analyses can be applied to answer specific questions about 
climate is dealt with mainly in Part I, which treats observations as series of independent 
events. Part II discusses the relation between two or more series of observations 
which are not independent of each other, and includes a chapter on the application 
of statistical methods to vector quantities. Part III deals with observations in sequence, 
and discusses the periodic and quasi-periodic recurrence of phenomena. (551°5) 


THE GEOLOGY OF IRELAND. An Introduction. J. K. Charlesworth. 
Oliver & Boyd, 25s. 1953. 22°8 cm. 292 pages. 39 illustrations. 99 figures in text. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Professor Charlesworth’s comprehensive study is based on wide knowledge of the 

literature, and it has also benefited from the author’s extensive work throughout 

the country, particularly on the glacial and post-glacial periods. He works systematic- 
ally and lucidly through the geological eras, covering the stratigraphy in detail, and 
reconstructing the physiographical and climatic environments. The book is intended 
for first-year undergraduates and for the general reader. The latter may find the 
earlier chapters rather difficult, but the later chapters, with more direct bearing on 
the present-day scene, will enlighten the intelligent traveller. The illustrations are 
excellent, but some of the figures are over-reduced. (554°15) 


Biology Natural History 
UNTO THE FIELDS. D. W. Gillingham. Museum Press, 178.6d. 1953. 22°2 cm. 
287 pages. 64 illustrations by Harry A. Pettit. 


Books of this kind are too rare. Mr. Gillingham returned from Canada in 1934 to 
the eastern edge of Epping Forest on the fringe of London—a few rural acres which 
he had loved and left in childhood. He had already learned to use his eyes and to try 
to “extract the essence from any moment in time’. He kept records of all that he saw 
and heard in the fields and woods, and this book, which follows the course of the 
year from winter to winter again, is based on his journals. He writes with imaginative 
understanding, but without sentimentality, from long observation and exact know- 
ledge of the life of birds, animals, flowers and trees; his book should appeal to all 
lovers of nature. The illustrations are admirable. (574)

Stephen discuss some of the facts and principles of intertidal distributions; and 

Professor Hardy and Doctors Marshall and Orr describe recent research on factors 

governing the distribution and production of plankton. Marine ecology developed 

rapidly, partly because of its obvious economic benefits, and this volume gives an

Dr. Tinbergen takes a wide view of social behaviour, embracing in this term any 
reactions between two animals. From this starting point he builds up his account 
supported and illustrated from his wide experience of field work, especially on birds, 
and from his knowledge of the literature. He leads the reader on from a consideration 
of mating behaviour through the organisation of family life to the life of social 
aggregations with emphasis on the survival value and evolution of behavioural 
mechanisms. His account will be most valuable to university students, but in his last 
chapter he explains the important part the amateur may still play in behaviour

This 
is more a book for the layman than for the naturalist because Miss Pain shines 
principally as an interpreter and to this task she brings a quick wit and a clear

This study records the life work of a devoted Canadian doctor in the struggle against 
tuberculosis and the development of the Mountain Sanatarium, Hamilton, Canada. 
In 1908, Dr. John Howard Holbrook was appointed medical superintendent of a 
31-bed institution housing 26 patients, which during the years he developed into a 
750-bed hospital, the largest of its kind in the Commonwealth. The work advanced 
from the early treatment consisting of fresh air, rest and good food, to the modern 
laboratory work, X-ray, chest surgery, treatment of children, education of the 
public, travelling chest clinics, dental treatment, occupational therapy, etc. After 
his retirement, in 1951, Dr. Holbrook’s work was recognised in the opening of the 
splendid new Holbrook Pavilion for work with children. (616-2)

tissues. The textbook has been thoroughly revised and much of it rewritten to 
incorporate the dramatic advances of the last six years, particularly in bacteriology, 
the management of the patient, treatment, chemotherapy, collapse therapy, thoracic 
surgery, complications, after care and resettlement.

successtully preserved for use at sea. The volume includes essays on the third edition, 
the Lind tradition in the Royal Naval Medical Service, James Lind and his con- 
temporaries, scurvy in the nineteenth century and after, the chemistry of Vitamin C 
and the importance of ascorbic acid to man.

Based on a course of lectures given annually by Dr. Finney at Oxford University, 
where he is Lecturer in the Design and Analysis of Scientific Experiment, this book 
has been written for students of agriculture who need to understand the role of 
statistics in modern agricultural research, even though they themselves do not wish 
to study the subject deeply. Mathematical theory is therefore avoided, and the author 
concerns himself principally with the choice of experimental designs, the features of 
good sampling investigations, the need for objective statistical analysis of data, the 
logical basis of significance tests, and other related topics. (630-7) 


THE FARM WORKSHOP. H. J. Hine. Crosby Lockwood, 15s. 1953.

The author, a technical adviser at the National Institute of Agricultural Engineering, 
writes principally for the practical farmer who requires a simply fitted workshop 
where he can look after his machines, repair broken implements or construct home- 
made equipment for the farm and house. He shows how a workshop can protect 
capital by facilitating machinery maintenance, and can safeguard the whole farm 
enterprise by providing the means for quick repairs at times when breakdowns in 
machinery might keep men idle or prevent the full use of favourable weather. No 
attempt is made to discuss the maintenance and repair of any particular implements 
or items of machinery; the main theme is the selection and use of various tools for 
particular jobs. The general principles of fitting, blacksmithing and carpentry are 
outlined. (631-2) 


THE YIELDS OF A CROP. W. Lawrence Balls. Spon, 21s. 1953. 22°3 cm.

Based on an analysis of cotton-growing by irrigation in Egypt, this technical work is 

primarily of interest to research workers concerned with crop husbandry, cotton 

growers and irrigation engineers, and to research staffs in cotton manufacturing 
industries in various parts of the world. The author, who was for many years with 
the Khedivial Agricultural Society, Cairo, traces the varied experimental studies 
which have been directed towards improved cotton yields in Egypt since the beginning 
of the British occupation. It does, however, contain much information relative to 
crop yields under any circumstances, the experimental methods involved being 
applicable, with suitable modification, to any kind of crop whether it be irrigated or 
rain-fed.

They range over soil types, manur- 
ing (with a chapter on compost), propagation and cultivation, vegetable growing 
(with a detailed list of the best species and how to treat them), flowers, shrubs, pot 
plants, fruit trees, lawns and finally a separate chapter on roses. This handy little book 
should find an almost limitless public throughout the world.

have adapted themselves to dry conditions. It is arranged in two sections, the first 
being introductory, outlining the distribution of the groups, the best selections for 
beginners to start with, their culture and propagation either in pot and window-box 
or heated greenhouse; the second part is arranged as a dictionary, taking the groups 
in systematic and the genera in alphabetical order. The arrangement is excellent 
and the style clear for beginner or expert. (635°93)

As Vice President of the Rose Society, with forty years’ experience of raising and 
exhibiting roses (he raised Ena Harkness and Frensham), Mr. Norman writes 
authoritatively on every aspect of rose growing: planting, pruning, propagation 
(by budding, grafting, cuttings and seed), exhibiting and the control of pests and 
diseases. This pleasantly written and well illustrated manual is a mine of useful 
information and practical instruction, in which the author’s comments on the peculiar 
qualities of the twenty-four hybrid tea roses selected by the Rose Society as best for 

general cultivation, and on outstanding new roses, are particularly interesting.

Concise information is provided on the properties, 
uses and processing of these materials and the author is to be congratulated in providing 
in one volume so much invaluable factual data so often hard to locate without 
extended reference to trade and other literature. An excellent balance has been struck 
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between the traditional natural products long familiar to the industry and the newer 
synthetic materials now becoming increasingly prominent in protective coating 
formulation. The book is well documented and the illustrations of modern plant are 
excellent. (667-7) 


Horology 


WATCH AND CLOCK MAKING AND REPAIRING: dealing with 
the construction and repair of watches, clocks and chronometers. W. J. Gazeley. 
Heywood, 42s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 448 pages. 314 illustrations and diagrams. Index. 

This book provides a wealth of information covering the practical work connected 

with watches and clocks of all types. A chapter of some forty-six pages is devoted to 

escapements, and the theoretical application of horology has not been omitted. There 
is no shortage of illustrations, though the photographic reproduction detail could 
have been clearer. The author holds the highest qualifications as a Fellow of the British 

Horological Institute and as an instructor at a Technical Institute has shown his appre- 

ciation of the student’s needs. The book should be welcomed by all horologists. (681-1)

ART TREASURES FOR THE NATION. Fifty years of the National 
Art-Collections Fund. Introduction by the Earl of Crawford and Balcarres. 
Thames & Hudson, 18s. 1953. 25°6 cm. 40 pages. 80 plates. 

A picture book of wide general appeal published to celebrate the fiftieth anniversary 

of the National Art-Collections Fund. The purpose of this Fund, which is a voluntary 

organisation relying for its finances on members’ subscriptions, donations and 
bequests, is to acquire works of art for the nation which are in danger of being sold 
abroad. Since 1903, 1,669 separate purchases have been made: the list of works of 
art now in public galleries and museums comprises such well-known national treasures 
as the Wilton Diptych, Masaccio’s Madonna and Child, the Rokeby Venus by 

Velasquez, Holbein’s Duchess of Milan, and Whistler’s Nocturne in Blue and Silver 

of Old Battersea Bridge. The 18-page introduction by the Chairman of the Fund sets 

out its history, aims, achievements and problems. The List of Plates includes details 
of the amount paid and date of purchase—information of considerable documentary

THE CONNOISSEUR CORONATION BOOK, 1953. Edited and 
compiled by L. G. G. Ramsey.

The 1953 Connoisseur Yearbook, issued by the long established fine arts and antiques 

periodical, celebrates the Coronation of H.M. Queen Elizabeth Il in a series of fourteen 

brilliant articles by specialist writers. Among the contributors may be noted Mr. 

Lawrence Tanner, Keeper of the Muniments and Library, Westminster Abbey, on 

The Coronation Regalia; Mr. A. B. Tonnochy on Engraved Gems and Jewels at 

Windsor Castle; Mr. Martin Holmes on Some Coronation Fallacies; Mr. Callum 

Beg on The Royal Arms and their relation to the general study of heraldry; and 

Mr. and Mrs. Bernard Hughes on the collection of Battersea enamels in the collection 

of the late Queen Mary. Each article is lavishly illustrated and there are six superb 

colour plates. The Connoissuer Yearbook will have an assured place on the shelf of 

Coronation literature, though it could be wished that the hundred pages of advertise- 

ments could be removed from the binding.

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THE ART AND ARCHITECTURE OF INDIA: Buddhist, Hindu, 
Jain. Benjamin Rowland. Penguin Books, 42s. 1953. 26°6 cm. 307 pages. 
190 pages of plates. 49 line drawings in text. Map. Glossary. List of plates. 
Bibliography. Index. (Pelican History of Art) 

The Pelican History of Art, under the editorship of Professor Nikolaus Pevsner, Slade 

Professor of Fine Arts, Cambridge University, is probably the most important project 

in art publishing in recent years. Planned in forty-cight volumes, it will be the first 

comprehensive history of world art ever to be published in English. Dr. Rowland’s 
monograph is based on twenty years’ research and travelling. The interaction of 
religion and architecture in Indian civilisations is stressed at the beginning of the book 
and followed by a discussion of the great religious systems of India. The plates form 

a magnificent repository of Indian art and architecture, the photographs of same of 

the former “buried cities’ at Angkor and elsewhere being particularly memorable. 

The book is in six parts, the first five of which deal with the Buddhist and Hindu 

civilisations of the Indian continent, the last with the art of Ceylon, Cambodia, Siam, 

Burma and Java. Indian Mohammedan art is not included in the present book. Dr. 

Rowland is a Professor of Fine Arts at Harvard University and author of The Wall- 

paintings of India, Central Asia and Ceylon (1938). (709°54)

HISTORICAL ARCHITECTURE: The Development of Structure and 
Design. Hugh Braun. Faber, 63s. 1953. 25°4 cm. 309 pages. 122 illustrations. 
Index. 
Hugh Braun is an architect and the author of a number of architectural books, mainly 
historical, some of considerable distinction. In his latest volume he traces in outline 
the evolution ‘of his craft as he sees it’ from its earliest origins to the present. He 
believes that the seeds of European architecture were largely planted in Byzantium 
and Islam, and much space is therefore devoted to the Near East, which is commonly 
neglected in works of a similar type. Not all the eminent critics will accept Mr. Braun’s 
views, but discriminating readers will profit by studying them. His knowledge and 
clear exposition command respect. The book is well indexed, beautifully produced 
and judiciously illustrated. (720°9) 


BUILDINGS OF ENGLAND: COUNTY DURHAM. Nikolaus 
Pevsner. Penguin Books, 4s.6d. 1953. 18-2 cm. 288 pages. 93 plates. 21 diagrams.

The latest volume in this masterly series is devoted to one of the least visited of English 

counties, but one which offers much to the intelligent tourist apart from the unforget- 

table majesty of Durham Cathedral. The book follows the general pattern of its 
fellows—-an introductory chapter, an inventory of things architecturally or artistically 

notable arranged under place names, and sixty-four pages of illustrations. There is a 

glossary of architectural terms. The book gives incomparable value for money.

Buckingham Palace, Windsor Castle, Holyrood, St. James’s Palace, Clarence House, 

Balmoral and Sandringham are here briefly described and handsomely illustrated, the 

first two in greater detail than the others. The text is the work of an author whose 

authoritative articles on country houses will be familiar to readers of Country Life.

Palace of Westminster, describes the fire which destroyed much of the old buildings 
in 1834 and then deals with the architecture and history of the present House, in 
which ancient and modern are combined. The illustrations include old prints as well 
as many excellent new photographs.

A DICTIONARY OF BRITISH SCULPTORS FROM THE 
XIlIth CENTURY TO THE XXth CENTURY. Maurice Harold 
Grant. Rockliff, sos. 1953. 22°3 cm. 317 pages. Index. 


A compendious, quick-reference book of British sculptors (and foreigners working 
in Britain) listed alphabetically with entries ranging from two lines to two or three 
pages in the case of such masters as Grinling Gibbons, Roubillac and Flaxman. 
Colonel Grant writes in a fluent, popular manner, mentioning the main works by 
each sculptor (whether portrait busts, monuments or imaginative inventions) and 
giving biographical details where known; there are no bibliographical references or 
notes on sources material. This ‘ABC guide to the subject’ fills an important gap in 
art reference books. (730°3) 


LATER ENGLISH ROMANESQUE SCULPTURE, 1140-1210. 
George Zarnecki. Alec Tiranti, 15s. 1953. 19 cm. 67 pages. 133 illustrations. 
Map. Index. (Chapte rs in Art) 

The introduction to this attractively produced book traces the development of English 

sculpture in the twelfth century. The author describes the links with the continent, 

whence native sculptors received many ideas and models, and has a specially interesting 
chapter on the Herefordshire group of churches where the stone carvings are directly 
connected, on the one hand, with French and Spanish churches along the old pilgrim’s 
route to Compostella, and reveal also the indirect influence of Scandinavian dragon 
and “beak head’ ornament. There are chapters on the first Italian, French and Flemish 
influences, the strong Byzantine influence in the second half of the twelfth century, 
and the transitional style of the last decades of the century which pointed the way to 
the emergence of the early Gothic. The use of pattern books in medieval sculpture 

and the influence of illuminated manuscripts are also touched upon. The volume is a 

sequel to the author’s English Romanesque Sculpture, 1066-1140. (730°942) 


PORTRAIT WAXES. An Introduction for Collectors. D. R. Reilly. 
Batsford, 42s. 1953. 264 cm. 176 pages. Coloured frontispiece. $8 illustrations. 
Bibliography. Index. 

The art of modelling in wax was highly developed in Italy during the fifteenth to 

seventeenth centuries and in eighteenth century England. In this monograph, the first 

on the subject to be written for more than a century, Mr. Reilly has set out the results 
of his work and experience as a collector. He deals first with continental and then with 

English wax portraiture, especially the models made for Wedgwood medallions in 

coloured j jaspers and black basaltes and the ‘glass-paste’ medallions of James Tassie of 

Glasgow. A final chapter gives useful hints for examining waxes and detecting 
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spurious examples. In this attractively produced and splendidly illustrated book the 
author has done full justice to the delicate art of wax modelling which is closely allied 
to that of the medallist and goldsmith, and shared for many years something of the 
popularity of the British school of miniature painting culminating in Cosway. (731) 


Numismatics 

THE SIX MAIN AES COINAGES OF AUGUSTUS. Controversial 
Studies. Michael Grant. Edinburgh University Press (Edinburgh), 25s. 1953. 21 cm. 
198 pages. 20 plates. Index. 


In this short but important book Professor Grant continues his pioneer work on the 
coinage of the early Roman Empire along the lines first laid down in his From 
Imperium to Auctoritas. Among the multiplicity of local coinages under Augustus he 
distinguishes six successive issues of bronze coinage intended for general circulation 
throughout the empire, and discusses where and when they were made. A fascinating 
picture emerges of the growth of the administrative machine through various 
improvisations such as that which, as he claims, turned the local coinage of the Gallic 
colony of Nemansus into one of general validity. These closely argued, difficult, but 
rewarding studies are admittedly controversial: but, whether all their conclusions 
are accepted or no, any future historian of the period must give them the most 
serious consideration. (737°4) 


Metal Sculpture 
FOUR CENTURIES OF EUROPEAN JEWELLERY. Erle Bradford. 
Country Life, 42s. 1953. 25°4 cm. 176 pages. 100 illustrations. Glossary. 
Bibliography. Index. 
The first six chapters in this study describe the historical evolution of jewellery from 
the Italian Renaissance until the twentieth century. In the remaining ten chapters 
the more technical aspects of precious stones and the craft of gem cutting are discussed. 
Throughout, the text is closely related to the illustrations and to the evidence afforded 
by historical portraits in which jewellery is displayed. A concluding chapter deals 
with ‘gem-lore’. An interesting feature of the book is the sensible discussion of 
twentieth century developments in jewellery, particularly the mass-production of 
‘costume’ or ‘fashion’ jewellery and the use of such metals as platinum and palladium 
as silver substitutes. Written primarily for the student, novice collector and ‘average 
admirer’ rather than for the specialist, this attractive book contains varied and well- 
presented information on the historical, technical, aesthetic and sociological aspects 
of jewellery. (739°27) 


MONUMENTAL BRASSES. Herbert W. Macklin. 7th revised edition, 
with a new preface and revision, by Charles Oman. Allen & Unwin, 12s.6d. 
19$3. 22°2 cm. 196 pages. 34 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 


A standard handbook on English medieval and Renaissance brasses. Mr. Oman, 
Keeper of the Department of Metalwork, Victoria and Albert Museum, London, has 
made minor corrections in the ‘extremely well-arranged and informative’ text, the 
new material consisting chiefly of additions to the Select Bibliography and the revision 
of the County Lists of brasses to include losses and additions of recent years. The Rev. 
Herbert Macklin’s original text describes the origin, history and manufacture of 
monumental brasses, how to make a collection of rubbings, the different classes of 
effigies (ecclesiastics, men in armour, ladies, etc.), architectural and heraldic accessories, 
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and problems of origin and foreign influence. A knowledge of brasses is essential for 
the study of medieval costume and armour and of great interest to the student of 
heraldry and inscriptions. The thousands of brasses still in situ in English churches are 
also a permanent attraction to amateur archacologists and ordinary sightseers. (739°5)

SWEDISH EMBROIDERY. Edited by Eivor Fishet; Batsford, 42s. 1953.

After a brief account of traditional Swedish needlework the rest of the book is devoted 
to contemporary embroidery design, both in white and in colour. A great number 
of decorative and useful articles are illustrated, entire and in detail; exact working 
instructions are given and the required materials listed, and at the end of the book 
drawings of the stitches used show very clearly how they are done. There is a separate 
packet of patterns of the designs described, ready for tracing on to the material. 
The book is not intended for the expert only; most of the embroidery can be easily 
managed by anyone of average ability. It is an invaluable guide, an inspiration to 
originate designs oneself, and a pleasure to possess. (746°44)

PAINTING IN BRITAIN, 1530 to 1790. Ellis Waterhouse. Penguin 
Books, 42s. 1953. 26°6 cm. 285 pages. 192 pages of plates. Bibliography. Index. 
(Pelican History of Art) 
One of the two first volumes to appear of the Pelican History of Art (see above). 
Professor Waterhouse is Director of the Barber Institute of Fine Arts, Birmingham 
University. His book includes a full discussion of the influence of foreign masters such 
as Holbein, Van Dyck (who established the canon for portrait painting) and the 
Dutch painters Van de Velde and Wyck who largely founded the British tradition 
in marine and landscape painting respectively. The text skilfully blends facts, dates, 
stylistic changes and observations upon artists’ personalities (which often explain 
much of their contemporary success or failure) in a compactly written narrative which 
is pleasant and informative to read both continuously and for reference. There are 
excellent notes at the end of each chapter, as well as a 6-page annotated bibliography. 
The author stresses the incomplete state of our present knowledge of many phases of 
painting in Britain. (759°2) 


THE LIFE AND WORK OF VAN GOGH. Carl Nordenfalk. Translated 
from the Swedish by Lawrence Wolf. Elek Books, 30s. 1953. 25°4 cm. 206 pages.

During the last thirty years the Dutch painter Vincent Van Gogh (1853-90) has 

become one of the genuinely ‘popular’ artists. Although there are a great number 

of books and reproductions already available, this ‘serious and honest’ account of 

Van Gogh’s art and personality (as it is described in the preface by the artist’s nephew) 

is a satisfying book for the general reader and for school and college libraries. It 

contains a seven-page annotated bibliography as a guide to further study, while the 
plates give a good idea of Van Gogh’s development from the dark and sombre early 
paintings and drawings to the final ‘burst of colour’ which is the most characteristic 
feature of his later work. Dr. Nordenfalk, Director of the National Gallery, 
Stockholm, is a noted Van Gogh expert. (759°9492)

engraving, with a concluding chapter on historical development. The text is plentifully 
illustrated with black-and-white reproductions of plates, small insets and vignettes 
from the work of such leading modern wood engravers as Gertrude Hermes, Mark 
Severin, John Buckland-Wright, Joan Hassall, John Farleigh and the author himself.

A SHORT HISTORY OF MUSIC. Alfred Einstein. Translated from the 
German by various hands. Illustrated edition. Cassell, 30s. 1953. 25°6 cm. 
240 pages. 4 colour plates and 220 monochrome illustrations selected by 
A. Hyatt King. Index. 


When Dr. Einstein’s work first appeared in 1936 it was at once recognised as being 
amongst the best condensed histories yet written. An illustrated edition of this 
admirable work is therefore doubly welcome. The illustrations depict various aspects 
of music and have been chosen by Mr. Hyatt King with rare knowledge and discern- 
ment, many of them being reproduced for the first time. Slight alterations to the 
original text have been made and some new information added, including a paragraph 
on César Franck, whose name appears to have been omitted from the first edition. 
All those interested in music will find this handsome volume a valuable addition to 
their libraries. (780-9) 


MUSICAL STRUCTURE AND DESIGN. Cedric Thorpe Davie.

By choosing for discussion and illustration compositions drawn from nearly three 
and a half centuries, the author has revealed a fine range of musical sympathies. His 
exposition of sonata form and its variants, of counterpoint, variations and the concerto 
is clear and balanced, with a judicious blend of verbal analysis and examples in 
notation. His introductory chapter on structural origins is particularly good, and 
strikes the right note in avoiding the hackneyed example, while not straining after 
the unusual for its own sake. A fresh and stimulating little book, likely to be most 
helpful in progressively training the ear, mind and imagination to combine in the 
intellectual pleasure of listening to music. (781) 
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A HANDBOOK OF CHORAL TECHNIQUE. Percy M. Young. 
Dobson, $s. 1953. 19 cm. 72 pages. Musical examples. Diagrams. Index. (Student's 
Music Library) 

A useful guide, by a shrewd practitioner, to the pitfalls and fascinations of organising 

choral performance. Dr. Young draws on a wealth of personal experience to offer 

observations on such matters as the selection and training of choristers, the formation 
of a choir, the qualities that go to make a helpful conductor. He also has many useful 
hints to give on vocal technique, interpretation and programme building, and on the 
function of an accompanist. Such an enthusiastic little book cannot help communicat- 
ing something of its own qualities to all who need this guidance. It can be thoroughly 
recommended.

The Theatre 


AROUND THEATRES. Max Beerbohm. Hart-Davis, 30s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 
$99 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Index. 
Sir Max Beerbohm, author and caricaturist (born in 1872) was the dramatic critic of 
the Saturday Review from 1898, when he succeeded Bernard Shaw, until 1912. This 
collection of his reviews (which have appeared in Britain only in a limited edition, 
1924) represent the quintessence of the art of a dramatic critic, a critic, moreover, 
whose aim has always been perfection. ‘Amateur’ in its literal sense is perhaps the 
truest way to describe his work; his perspicacity, aided by a satirical pen, complete 
detachment yet real warmth of feeling, enabled him to discover the intrinsic worth 
of a performance, an actor’s part, a book on the theatre, or a dramatist. For succeeding 
generations he has brilliantly re-created an epoch rich in giants of the theatre— 
Wilde, Shaw, Ibsen, Gordon Craig, Granville Barker, Bernhardt, Duse, Coquelin, 
to name but a few. (792°0942) 


THE THEATRE NOW. Harold Hobson. Longmans, 15s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 
187 pages. Index. 
This survey of the British stage, by the dramatic critic of the Sunday Times, ostensibly 
covers the period between May 1949 and March 1952. The greater part of the volume 
is devoted to ‘Some Religious Questions’ and “The Involved Theatre’ (le thédtre 
engagé), and here Harold Hobson examines the work of those dramatists, in England 
and France particularly, whose output falls into those categories. Eliot, Fry, Anouilh, 
Salacrou are treated fully, and with insight and sympathy; Sartre’s great canvasses, 
however, merit deeper thought than is given to them here. Following his discussion 
on these two main trends in the theatre, religion and politics, he proceeds discursively 
from the play to the author, to native styles of production, to critics, to actors, and 
to the pronounced decline in America of ‘significant straight drama’. The book 
closes with brief analyses of other plays seen during the period. (792°0942) 


Ballet 

BALLET IN BRITAIN SINCE THE WAR. Clive Barnes. Watts, 
1s.6d. 1953. 18*5 cm. 92 pages. Paper bound. (Thrift Books) 

This brisk, lucid, and well-proportioned account starts from the two milestones of 

1946: Sadler’s Wells’ production of The Sleeping Beauty at Covent Garden, which 

revealed the astonishing progress made during wartime difficulties and isolation, and 

the first London season of the Ballets des Champs-Elysées, which excited dancers and 
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audiences with fresh standards and ideas. The narrative continues to the beginning of 
1952; though coloured by a personal preference for the disciplined neo-classical style 
of Balanchine and Ashton rather than for the more loosely theatrical ‘dance drama’, 
it is not distorted. The author is assistant editor of Dance and Dancers, a monthly 
pictorial and critical record of new work in ballet and allied theatre-dance arts. (792°8) 


Sports and Games 


TALKING OF CRICKET. Ian A. R. Peebles. Museum Press, 12s.6d. 1953. 
22°2 cm. 207 pages. 29 plates. (Sporting Scene) 
This is a very good book on the game by an English cricketer who achieved consider- 
able fame when playing regularly about twenty years ago and who is now becoming 
well known as a pleasant and intelligent writer. His book is in three parts: Cricket 
Past, Cricket Present and Cricket Future, Factual, Fictional and Fanciful, and in all 
three his profound knowledge of the game is displayed with much good sense and 
a keen sense of humour. (796-3) 


WISDEN CRICKETERS’ ALMANACK, 1953. Edited by Norman 
Preston. goth year. Sporting Handbooks, cloth boards, 15s.; limp linen, 12s.6d. 
1953. 16°§ cm. 1,032 pages. Illustrations. Indexes. 


Full details of international and county cricket are included in the ‘cricketer’s bible’, 
but, in order to save space, only the more interesting public school games are reported. 
Articles by various authorities include: Australia Throws Down the Gauntlet, by 
N. Cardus; A. V. Bedser, a Giant among Bowlers, by R. C. Robertson-Glasgow; 
History of Derbyshire Cricket, by W. T. Taylor; Dates in Cricket History, by 
H. S. Altham; Test Cricketers, 1876-1952; The Universities in 1952; The Public 
Schools in 1952, by E. M. Wellings. Overseas cricket in 1951-52 is surveyed, and 
the visits of the West Indies to Australia and New Zealand, 1951-52, and of Pakistan 
to India, 1952, are reported. A useful critical survey by John Arlott of cricket books 
of 1952, rounds off this fully documented and absorbing annual. (796-3) 


LAWN TENNIS. Technique, Training and Tactics. D. W. Gresham and 
A. E. Millman. Bell, 10s. 1953. 19 cm. 128 pages. 45 photographs. 17 diagrams. 


The functions of the eye, feet and hands are discussed in the section on the technique 
of lawn tennis. Methods of training and the reasons for practising are constructively 
dealt with in the second section, while the third provides a good account of the 

rinciples of angle and positional play in singles and doubles games. The coaching 
methods of both authors have been responsible for many players reaching first-class 


standard in the game. (796-34) 


HOW TO SAIL. John Fisher. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 12s.6d. 1953. 19°3 cm. 
252 pages. 7 photographs. 42 figures. Tables. (How To Play) 


This is a good, practical manual for those who want to know how to set about 
sailing. Much of the book is concerned with day sailing and small-class racing, but 
there are chapters on cruising and pilotage, although naturally anyone interested in 
this latter side of the sport should consult Hiscock’s Cruising Under Sail which deals 
with it more authoritatively and exhaustively. The explanation and instruction is 
oP to date and conveyed clearly and concisely with no mystifying technicalities. 

e¢ book should become a standard introduction to the subject. (797-1) 














THE TALE OF A WYE FISHERMAN. H. A. Gilbert. New, revised, 
edition. Cape, 16s. 1953, 20°5 cm. 224 pages. 12 photographs. Diagrams. 
Endpaper map. Tables. Index. 

This edition of a book first published in 1928 contains additional information and two 

new chapters. It is written primarily for anglers and is particularly about salmon 

fishing, but it is also a history of the River Wye which, running through lovely 

country in Wales and England, is one of the most beautiful rivers in Britain. As a 

salmon river it is famous, but in recent years the Wye has become the playground of 

industrial areas from Lancashire to South Wales and trout and coarse fishing rights 
are now equal to those of salmon. The delightful river photographs were specially 
taken for this edition by Wren Howard. (799°1) 


LITERATURE 
SOME PRINCIPLES OF FICTION. Robert Liddell. Cape, 12s.6d. 1953. 


20° cm. 162 pages. Index. 


Mr. Liddell pursues a similar critical method to that of his Treatise on the Novel. He 
limits himself to a small area of this very large subject, selecting certain characteristic 
fictional effects and devices and illustrating from these the practice of great and 
inferior writers. He is a discerning connoisseur and his remarks are full of original 
insights: his method tends to extol novels of a secondary stature to which a recognis- 
able system of rules can be applied. Fiction on the grandest scale, such as the work 
of Balzac, Tolstoy or Dostoevsky, is apt to escape his classification. (808-3) 


THE SWORD FROM THE ROCK. An Investigation into the Origins of 
Epic Literature and the Development of the Hero. G. R. Levy. Faber, 30s. 1953. 
22°8 cm. 236 pages. 11 illustrations. Map. Index. 


Miss Levy is already well known for her studies in the ancient cults and rituals of the 
Near East and she uses this knowledge to interpret the epics of Babylon, India and 
Greece and their European successors in terms of their religious origins and significance. 
She distinguishes three main types of epic, the war of the gods, the quest for a lost 
world or lost home (such as the Gilgamesh epic or the Odyssey) and the contest of 
heroes (such as the Iliad). This is a pioneer treatment of the subject. It opens up an 
extremely interesting approach for further criticism, but the comparisons and con- 
clusions which are drawn require more solid evidence. (809-1) 


American Literature 


A MOON FOR THE MISBEGOTTEN. A Play in Four Acts. Eugene 
O’Neill. Cape, 10s.6d. 1953. 19°7 cm. 156 pages. 


The play, written in 1943 and so far never produced, harks back in atmosphere to 
Anna Christie, although in power it comes closer to the greater tragedy of The Emperor 
Jones. The protagonists are an Irish family, a young woman hugely overgrown in 
body but by nature fine and simple, fastidious, generous, a poet yet without means 
of self-expression ; her father, sly, selfish, his only virtue a twisted love for his daughter; 
their neighbour, a rich landlord, a profligate in the utter dregs of dissipation. The 
resultant tragedy is built around the love this broken figure is powerless to return 
when, miraculously, it is meted out to him. The play is sparse in action, yet charged 


with passion and pathos, poetry clothing the dialogue and spoken thoughts of all 
the characters. (812°5) 
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English Drama 
SHAKESPEARE. Henri Fluchére. Translated from the French by Guy 
Hamilton. Longmans, 25s. 1953. 22°3 cm. 284 pages. Index. 
First published in French as Shakespeare: Dramaturge Elisabéthain, this book is based 
upon lectures which M. Fluchére gave at the University of Aix-en-Provence during 
the German occupation. The author is well versed in recent English criticism of 
Shakespeare, and makes full use of it, but he has written a fresh and stimulating book. 
After a penetrating introductory study of “The Spirit of the Age’ he considers the 
technique of Shakespeare’s plays under such headings as Conventions and Traditions, 
The Stage, Space, Time, Action, and concludes with a section on “The Themes’ in 
which he examines the qualities which make Shakespeare’s work ‘so movingly and 
uniquely great’. (822-3) 


SHAKESPEARE: HIS WORLD AND HIS WORK. M. M. Reese. 
Edward Arnold, 36s. 1953. 22°3 cm. 603 pages. 3 drawings in text (including sketch 
map). Bibliography. Index. 

This book stands well above the annual mass of Shakespeare commentary and deserves 

special notice. Mr. Reese is primarily a social historian, and he has a rare gift for 

selecting just those historical facts which make the most telling impact on the modern 
reader. The chapters on Elizabethan London and its actors, audience and plays are 
masterly in presenting the past in terms of our own problems of stage and authorship. 

The book covers ground similar to that of the well-known Companion to Shakespeare 

Studies but is more interesting for the unity and emphasis which a single author can 

provide. Mr. Reese’s literary judgments are forceful and original and it is natural that, 

in order to make his points clear, he sometimes generalises and simplifies more 
sweepingly than a strict scholarship might allow. The bibliography is short but well 

chosen and the indexing is excellent. (822-3) 


ARMS AND THE MAN: An Anti-Romantic Comedy in Three Acts. 
CAESAR AND CLEOPATRA: A History. PYGMALION: A Romance 
in Five Acts. SAINT JOAN: A Chronicle Play in Six Scenes and an Epilogue. 
Bernard Shaw. Constable, 5s. cach. 1953. 20°3 cm. 72: 124: 117: 165 pages. 

These four of the most popular of Shaw’s plays are the first titles in a uniform series of 

single volumes, issued more cheaply than the standard edition of 1931. They are 

reprinted complete with full prefaces, the only drawback to this regrouping being 
that Caesar and Cleopatra thus lacks the collective preface to Three Plays For Puritans and 

Arms and the Man the corresponding preface to Plays Pleasant. The new edition is 

well printed and handsomely produced. (822-9) 


THE DOCTOR AND THE DEVILS. Dylan Thomas from the story by 
Donald Taylor. Dent, 10s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 142 pages. 
The film scenario is a technical link between the conception of a film and its produc- 
tion. A blue-print, it is not a finished product itself and cannot—as the publishers here 
claim—be regarded as an art form in its own right, for however well written it is 
this will not be apparent (except in dialogue) in the completed film. Nevertheless, 
when executed by a gifted writer like Dylan Thomas a film scenario can have great 
interest. The Doctor and the Devils deals with Burke and Hare, who committed 
murders in the last century to provide Dr. Knox, the Edinburgh physician, with 
corpses for his dissecting room. It alternates between scenes of squalor and respect- 
ability, contains passages of vivid description, and much brilliantly clever dialogue. 
What a magnificent—if gruesome—film it would make! (822-9) 
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English Fiction 
CHARLES DICKENS. K. J. Fielding. Longmans for The British Council, 2s. 
1953. 21°5 cm. 47 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper bound. 
(Bibliographical Supplements to ‘British Book News’) 
The author has examined many illustrative examples from the great mass of writing 
on Dickens to assess what value they have as Dickensian biography or criticism, and 
how they have been influenced by the material availabie. The examples cover a wide 
range and include the biographies of Forster, Chesterton and Gissing, contemporary 
reviews, editions of Letters in 1882 and 1938 and Dickens’s miscellaneous articles. 
Recent critical interpretations and biographical material as late as 1952 are given 
careful analysis. The essay is a valuable guide to the student of Dickens, and to others 
is a corrective against reading into the novels what is not there. (823-8) 


JOHN GALSWORTHY. R. H. Mottram. Longmans for The British Council, 
2s. 1953. 21°5 cm. 40 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper bound. 
(Bibliographical Supplements to ‘British Book News’) 

In this survey of Galsworthy’s literary achievement his work is seen moving towards 

his great Forsyte Saga, and the other Forsyte novels which followed it. Mr. Mottram 

outlines eight novels written between 1904 and 1919, and shows the novelist returning 
in 1920 to his Man of Property (1906) and with two additional books completing the 
trilogy of The Forsyte Saga in which a social class and its ideals are preserved. The 
special contribution of Galsworthy’s plays to contemporary drama and his writing 
as a social reformer are discussed. The essay will be an aid to the understanding of 
Galsworthy and to the study of the twentieth century novel. (823-9) 


English Essays 
IDEAS AND PLACES. Cyril Connolly. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 16s. 1953. 
21°5 cm. 290 pages. 


Mr. Connolly has always proclaimed travel and change to be essential to the health 
of his writing and in this book he alternates between the battlefield of London literary 
life and interludes in his favourite rest camps behind the lines, such as France, Switzer- 
land and the U.S.A. The critical work here consists of editorials reprinted from his 
famous magazine Horizon and a few later essays. The brilliance of his expression and 
the sharpness of his tongue are not at all dulled by time, but his literary judgments, 
as he himself seems to admit, have often been too personal to wear well. His travel 
impressions are less strained and more satisfying. Mr. Connolly is always immensely 
sensitive to the quality of contemporary writing, and no critic has succeeded in 
defining so sharply the mental climate of metropolitan life during the war and the 
years immediately following. ‘ (824-9) 


Swedish Literature 


MIDSUMMER DREAM IN THE WORKHOUSE. A Play in Three 
Acts. Par Lagerkvist. Translated from the Swedish by Alan Blair. Hodge, 5s. 
1953. 19 cm. $3 pages. Paper bound. 


This play by an author (born in 1891) who has become pre-eminent in Swedish 
literature during the Jast forty years, is published under the auspices of the Anglo- 
Swedish Literary Foundation. Par Lagerkvist has won his position by his uncompro- 
mising ideals. Not always popular, he is respected for the honesty of his speculations 
into the problems of human existence. This short three-act play, set in a workhouse, 
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is a fantasy, dreamed b y a blind pauper, whose past and present life become one in 
a midsummer dream of happiness. Par Lagerkvist won the Nobel prize for literature 
in 1951. (839-727) 


French Literature 


MALLARME. Wallace Fowlie. Dobson, 30s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 299 pages. 10 line 
drawings by Henri Matisse. Notes. Bibliography. Index. 


Mallarmé, chief of the Symbolist School, taught that the inexpressible did not exist, 
that the word comme should be suppressed. The two most suggestive words in 
language are ‘silence’ and ‘absence’: ‘silence’ is the threshold of music, ‘absence’ 
suggests the elusive presence of an ideal. After a biographical introduction Mr. Fowlie 
examines Mallarmé’s symbols in general, analyses his chief poems, considers his 
influence on Claudel, Valéry, Gide and others and his place in literary history. Much 
patient rescarch and sympathetic comprehension have gone into these pages which 
constitute an important contribution to Mallarmé studies. There is little merit in the 
translations into English contained in the Notes. (841-8) 


RIMBAUD’S ILLUMINATIONS. A Study in Angelism. Wallace Fowlie. 
With a new translation and the French text of the poems. Harvill Press, 18s. 1953. 
22°2 cm. 231 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. Indexes. 

There is a tendency today to assign to Rimbaud an ever-increasing responsibility in 

the development of contemporary poetry: Mr. Fowlie’s interesting Introduction 

suggestively analyses Illuminations and their relation thereto. ‘Rimbaud tried to make 
of poetry a magic means of articulating what is ineffable’ and to make of the poet 

a medium ‘as receptive to poetic speech as an angel’s will is receptive to God’s’. 

Angelism is the word ‘which best explains the dangers and conquests of modern 

poetry’. Illuminations are poems in prose: Mr. Fowlie’s translations are prose without 

the poetry, pedestrian but unpretentious, and in the main faithful. (841-8) 


THE QUEST OF ALAIN-FOURNIER. Robert Gibson. Hamish Hamilton, 
21S. 1953. 22*2 cm. 307 pages. 8 plates. Notes. Index. 


Alain-Fournier’s masterpiece Le Grand Meaulnes, that classic of adolescence, its dreams 
and disillusions, was conceived as ‘the story of a Quest for the Land Without a 
Name and for lost love’; thus Fournier was ‘returning to the medieval tradition when 
adventure story, love story and Quest were one and the same’. Yet ‘his wonderment 
has something in common with precursors of surrealism’. Mr. Gibson shows us all 
this and also that the novel, though fantasy, is autobiographical. This story of 
Fournier’s life and friendships constitutes an important chapter of literary history 
at the beginning of the twentieth century, and also makes a delightful book. (843-9) 


Greek Literature 


THE LIFE AND WORK OF SOPHOCLES. F. J. H. Letters. Sheed & 
Ward, 18s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 320 pages. Frontispiece. Index. 


The opening chapters of this study, designed for the non-classical reader, introduce 
Sophocles as man and artist, and describe the social and intellectual background of 
Periclean Athens. The main part discusses expertly the verdicts of Bowra, Kitto and 
other modern scholars and offers several new interpretations, of which those on the 
Electra and Oedipus Coloneus are the most convincing. Mr. Letters has studied with 
great care the mythological material of the plays in its many variations, and this 
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gives him a special authority in criticising Sophocles’ characterisation and the different 
handling of similar themes by his contemporaries. (882) 


THE ILIAD. Homer. Translated by E. V. Rieu. Methuen, 25s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 
492 pages. Glossary. 
The modern translator, who aims to make Homer once more the possession of 
Everyman, usually prefers to offer the narrative rather than the poetry. This is 
certainly the supreme merit of Dr. Rieu’s prose translation. He tells the story in a 
plain, vigorous English, avoiding equally the consciously archaic and the jarring 
colloquialism. His version flows as rapidly as a novel and it will be blessed by many 
readers to whom the intricate detail of The Iliad has proved an insuperable obstacle 
when it is told in verse. Well bound and finely printed this edition converts the original 
Penguin volume (1950) into a lasting possession. (883) 


HERODOTUS, FATHER OF HISTORY. John L. Myres. Oxford 
University Press, 30s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 324 pages. 25 line drawings, including maps" 
Bibliography. Index. 

Sir John Myres is an outstanding authority on the anthropological and geographical 

aspects of Greek history, two interests which are much needed in any appreciation 

of Herodotus’s Histories. This book comprises essays and notes on various aspects of 

Herodotus, his work and the Persian Wars, and it shows why he may be regarded 

as the Father of History in the light of his aims and methods. The structure of his 

narrative is analysed to show how its balanced episodes display the causes and results 
of crucial incidents, and the result deepens the tragic intensity of his discovery of 
what the Greeks and Persians ‘fought each other for’. This new assessment of 

Herodotus will be closely studied by all interested in the history of Greece and of 

historical writing. (888) 


Welsh Literature 


AN INTRODUCTION TO WELSH POETRY. From the Beginnings 
to the Sixteenth Century. Gwyn Williams. Faber, 25s. 1953. 22°6 cm. 285 pages. 
Bibliography. Index. 


The eight chapters into which the author has divided his work correspond to the 
stages through which Welsh versification progressed from a strict adherence to 
classical metrical traditions to a freer interpretation of what was permissible and 
commendable both in subject matter and form. Professor Williams sets out to explain 
the particular social and political significance of the poet in Welsh society, and to 
evaluate the contribution of the most eminent members of the bardic order to the 
perfecting of the poetical forms of the awdl, cywydd and englyn, which reached their 
highest artistic expression in the incomparable verse of Dafydd ap Gwilym and the 
bardic luminaries of the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries. Each period and poetical 
innovation is illustrated by specimens in the original Welsh, which Professor 
Williams has translated with charm and scholarly care. (891-661) 


Arabic Literature 

MOORISH POETRY. A Translation of The Pennants, an Anthology compiled 
in 1243 by the Andalusian Ibn Sa‘id. A. J. Arberry. Cambridge University Press, 
18s. 1953. 21 cm. 219 pages. Indexes. 

Professor Arberry here translates into very varied English verse a small anthology 

regarded by its compiler (Ibn Sa‘id, fl. ca. A.D. 1250) as containing the choicest

morsels of Western Arabic poctry. The poets are grouped by towns (the great 
majority being of Iberian or North African origin) and then by professions. The 
quotations vary from a few lines to two or three pages, but each is chosen for its 
‘point’: its wit, its ingenious revivification of imagery, its beauty or its eccentricity. 
The appraisal naturally being by the standards of Arabic, the layman keen to pass 
beyond mere amusement will be particularly grateful for the translator’s introduction 
and notes. The examples Professor Arberry picks out for special comment will serve 
as an indication of the care with which even the smallest item must be regarded if 
the real ‘point’ is not to be missed. The technical production of the book well becomes 
its content. (892-71)

THE ANNUAL REGISTER. A Review of Public Events at Home and 
Abroad for the Year 1952. Edited by Ivison S$. Macadam, assisted by Hugh 
Latimer. Longmans, 63s. 1953. 22°8 cm. 520 pages. Tables. Index. 


Part I of this review of public events in 1952 deals with the History of the United 
Kingdom, and includes chapters on the death of King George VI, the West European 
treaties, and the wages issue. Part II deals with the Commonwealth, and Part III with 
foreign history. Part IV contains a chronicle of world events, a retrospect of British 
art, science and literature in 1952, data relating to finance, trade and industry and 
law, and a Public Documents section concerned with the Bonn Conventions and the 
European Defence Community Treaty. The work, to which many specialists have 
contributed, closes with a short obituary section. (905) 


Travel and Topography 
BEYOND HORIZONS. Sea Adventure in the Age of Discovery. Carleton 
Mitchell. Kimber, 15s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 256 pages. 3 maps. Endpaper map. 
Bibliography. 
First-hand accounts, British and American, of voyages of discovery, sea-battles and 
piracy, make up most of Mr. Mitchell’s book. He has modernised them skilfully 
and woven them together with his own commentary, which is based on wide reading 
and considerable experience at sea. He succeeds in conveying graphically the excite- 
ments, hardships and brutalities of life at sea during the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries and provides very readable versions of some famous stories, such as the 
Mutiny of the Bounty, with others which are less familiar but hardly less interesting.

OXFORD TRAVEL ATLAS OF BRITAIN. General Editor: D. P. 
Bickmore. Oxford University Press, 108.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 33 maps in full colour. 
I map in line. 30 street-plans. 269 pages of text, including Gazetteer (253 pages) 
by Mary Denniston with historical and other descriptions by T. K. Derry. 


The maps are a joy; the colouring is delicately beautiful and the detail is copious but 
very clear. The regional maps (13 miles to the inch) and the general maps (roads, 
climate, national parks, etc.) cover the whole of the British Isles except for the 
Republic of Ireland; Shetland, Orkney and the Channel Islands are included. The 
gazetteer is a small encyclopedia, packed with information about road distances, 
population, early closing days, historical buildings, etc. Any traveller in Britain will 
find this compact little book a great boon, for it is as intelligently planned as it is 
beautifully produced. (912-42) 
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WHERE I LIVE. Ronald Duncan. Museum Press, 15s. 1953. 22 cm. 192 pages. 
Illustrations by Michael Hansom. 


The author, poet, dramatist and farmer, in attempting here to explain why he lives 
in Devon rather than elsewhere, has given a highly subjective picture of the county 
itself and of its inhabitants. In the course of his analysis he examines, with many 
illustrative and often humorous anecdotes, such features as the natives’ passion for 
beachcombing, present-day farming methods, village life, the fishing industry, local 
legends, literature and folk-song, and though his conclusions are often critical and 
far from flattering Devonians will recognise nevertheless his real, if unwilling, 
affection for and intuitive understanding of many of their county’s essential qualities.

Jessica Lofthouse, Lancashire born, writes of country which she has known all her 
life—the highways and byways from Liverpool and Warrington to Preston, and then 
through Lancaster and Kendal to Penrith. Her book is packed with observations of 
this beautiful country as it is now and with tales from its historic past. (914°2) 


COMPANION INTO NORTHUMBERLAND. Sydney Moorhouse. 
Methuen, 15s. 1953. 19 cm. 286 pages. 21 photographs. Endpaper map. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. (Companion Books) 

The country which is now the northernmost county of England lay for centuries 
between Roman Britain and the barbarian north, and later between the English and 
the Scots, and that troubled past is still recalled by the Roman Wall, the ruined 
castles, and many ballads and legends. Much of this book is therefore given to 
excursions into history or prehistory, but Mr. Moorhouse also describes, in his 
pleasant, straightforward style, the county as it is today—the picturesque coast, the 
streams, the heather-covered moorlands, the hills whose sheep-dogs are famous for 
their skill, and the towns from Berwick to Hexham and Newcastle-upon-Tyne.

Mr. Wightman has coined this name for the wide heathlands of Dorset and 
Hampshire, which include the ancient New Forest and much of Thomas Hardy’s 
Wessex. He is a countryman by birth and allegiance, an agricultural scientist and a 
well-known broadcaster on rural subjects. For forty years he has been growing more 
familiar with the fertile lands and bleak wildernesses of the heath, its towns and 
villages, its long history and the practical problems of life in it today. He writes of it 


with imaginative understanding and a quiet depth of feeling which are informed by 
exact knowledge.

SMITH’S LONDON JOURNAL. H. Allen Smith. Barker, 16s. 1953. 
22°3 cm. 234 pages. Glossary. 


Following in the footsteps of James Boswell, an American humorist here writes an 
hilariously witty account of his visit to London. In search of a clue to the English 
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character, Mr. Smith frequents Fleet Street taverns, Pall Mall clubs, theatres, and 
football matches in the company of well-known artists and writers. He learns about 
English ways and habits, and about the English language, but the English character 
eludes him. However, to readers who are familiar with the American vernacular 
he offers a feast of fun and laughter richly spiced with the boisterous and unsparing 
vitality of American humour. (914°21) 


LOCKE’S TRAVELS IN FRANCE 1675-1679. As related in his 
Journals, Correspondence and other papers. Edited with an Introduction and 
Notes by John Lough. Cambridge University Press, 40s. 1953. 22°8 cm. 376 pages.

Omitting the philosophical passages which are made available elsewhere, the editor 

resents as wide a selection from Locke’s voluminous French journals as we are ever 
likely to need. The result, though inevitably unequal in interest, is surprisingly 
readable. From these pages we understand more of Locke and a great deal about his 
age. As he did not write for publication, his omissions are occasionally exasperating, 
but a casual note can be correspondingly vivid. With fewer books men had to use 
their eyes and ears more intelligently, and an intelligence such as Locke’s found 
material for comment in practically everything. A great deal of work has gone to 
the editing and shaping of the text. The result is an example of presentation which in 
these days of economy is seldom equalled. (914°4) 


ROME AND A VILLA. Eleanor Clark. Michael Joseph, 21s. 1953. 22° 
302 pages. Drawings by Eugene Berman. 
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In this fascinating and stimulating work the author, moving with ease in the Rome 
of the past and the present, achieves a memorable interpretation of that unique city. 
Learned though she is in architectural history, she obtains her effect because funda- 
mentally it is the people who built, used and often destroyed Rome’s monuments 
that stir her imagination. Her soliloquy on the ruins of Hadrian’s villa is a remarkable 
piece of creative interpretation. In a different vein, her appraisal of the Holy Year is 
vivid and enlightening, as is also her critical essay on the Roman poet, G. G. Belli, a 

recursor of James Joyce. Her pages are constantly enlivened by flashes of wit, often 
Fiting but never ill-natured. Above all she has, despite a style which is occasionally 
involved, the ability to catch and preserve, by a few sharp strokes, the essence of a 
scene or a character. (914°56) 


I LEFT MY ROOTS IN CHINA. Bernard Llewellyn. Allen & Unwin, 
16s. 1953. 22°3 cm. 175 pages. 26 illustrations. Index. 


The author travelled widely through China from 1941 to 1945, first driving trucks 
on the ‘Burma Road’ for the Friends Ambulance Unit, and later on relicf work. 
He writes not of war or of political developments but of the Chinese people as he 
found them, ‘of the thrill and fun, the exasperation and delight of living in China’. 
His book is an absorbing medley of hard work, abject poverty, disease, cheerfulness 
and fatalism, with some devastating descriptions of the miscry and suffering which 
the war brought in its train. As he points out in his introduction, it is impossible to 
foresee whether recent events will introduce fundamental changes in Chinese 
character; but whatever the future may show, his warm-hearted and vivid record 
has a very moving quality. (o15:1) 
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BEYOND THE HIGH HIMALAYAS. William O. Douglas. Gollancz, 16s. 
19$3. 20°3 cm. 352 pages. Endpaper maps. Musical examples. Index. 
In the summer of 1951, Justice Douglas made several journeys by caravan and by 
air into the countries on the north-west frontier of India and Pakistan, including 
Afghanistan and Ladakh. Originally attracted by the great mountain ranges, he went 
also to study the political conditions raised by Russian expansionist trends. He 
expounds with eloquence and conviction his liberal policy for sealing the frontiers 
by helping the local populations to raise standards of living and education, and looks 
forward to American co-operation with the peasantry in this respect. He combines 
this exposition with a sympathetic and humorous travel narrative. (915°47) 


CANADIAN REGIONS. A Geography of Canada. Edited by Donald F. 
Putnam. Contributors: Benoit Brouillette, Donald P. Kerr and J. Lewis Robinson. 
Dent (Toronto, Canada), $7-50. 1953. Dent (London), 63s. 1953. 23-5 cm. 611 pages. 
Photographs. Diagrams. Maps. Tables. Selected bibliographical references at the 
end of each chapter. Index. 

An important reference book which has long been needed. The work of four Canadian 

professors, the book is valuable for both introductory information and analysis and 

interpretation. Using the seven geographical regions of Canada from Newfoundland 
to the west coast as headings, the authors discuss agriculture, industry, cities and 
economic and social development—all against the background of the physiography, 
natural resources, vegetation and climate of the country. Comprehensive and up to 
date, the survey ranges from a description of a mammoth hydro-electric scheme to 
a small Quebec town, while careful references facilitate the revising of statistics later. 
[he presentation is clear, and the text is supplemented by illustrations of one kind 


or another on four pages out of every five, plus twenty-five pages of an unusually 
useful index. (917°1)

GOVERNOR GEORGE ARTHUR. A Colonial Benevolent Despot. 
M. C. I. Levy. Georgian House (Melbourne, Australia): Phoenix House (London), 50s. 
19$3. 22 cm. 30 illustrations. Bibliographical references. Index. (Australiana Society 
Publication) 
Although the early service of Sir George Arthur (1785-1854) as Superintendent of 
Honduras and his later years as Lieutenant-Governor of Upper Canada and Governor 
of Bombay are sketched in, this account is concerned mainly with his administration of 
the colony of Van Diemen’s Land, where he was Lieutenant-Governor from 
1824-36. Mr. Levy, in a well-dqcumented study which draws largely on original 
sources, is concerned to show that Arthur governed capably in particularly difficult 
circumstances, and that his conduct and character did not justify the attacks made 
on him by his numerous detractors. (92) 


PRESENTING MISS JANE AUSTEN. May Lamberton Becker. Harrap, 
12s.6d. 1953. 20°3 cm. 184 pages. Frontispiece and 34 drawings by Edward Price. 
Bibliography. 

This intimate account of Jane Austen’s life successfully avoids a common impression 

that her life was wholly concerned with writing novels. The author’s knowledge of 

her subject has enabled her to write almost as if she were a daily visitor to the Austen 
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family, keeping a record of Jane Austen’s childhood, parents, family, her houschold 
duties and her diversions. The countryside and the provincial community, friends and 
relations all help to complete the picture. The novels are seen growing out of daily 
experience as it appealed to Jane Austen’s imagination. All devoted ‘Janeites’ will 
welcome this book. (92) 


THE GLITTER AND THE GOLD. Consuelo Vanderbilt Balsan. 
Heinemann, 15s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 282 pages. Coloured frontispiece. 36 illustrations. 
Index. 


A delightful book of reminiscences by the famous Vanderbilt heiress and beauty whose 
ambitious mother forced her into a mariage de convenance, in 1895, with the ninth Duke 
of Marlborough. Of particular interest is the first part of the book, dealing with the 
now almost fabulous life of the rich aristocracy of late Victorian and Edwardian days, 
seen through the eyes of an intelligent, well-educated, travelled American girl with 
democratic ideas. Her picture of that life and her sketches of the great personages of 
that age, both at home and abroad, are vivid and entertaining. While she never came 
to like the pomp and circumstance of the society in which she mingled with the 
governing class of England, she felt and appreciated the devotion of its members to 
duty and the service of their country. (92) 


WILLIAM BARNES OF DORSET. Giles Dugdale. Cassell, 21s. 1953. 
22*2 cm. 318 pages. 14 illustrations. 8 woodcuts. 2 maps. Bibliography. Index. 


Barnes had an interesting, though not violently eventful life. A farmer’s son, he 
turned schoolmaster, took orders, and ended as Rector of a village in that Dorset 
countryside his poetry celebrates so faithfully. Without doubt he remains our greatest 
dialect poet and his work, with its humour, homely pathos and delicate craftsmanship, 
reads as freshly now as when first written. Mr. Dugdale, an admiring but not undis- 
criminating biographer, utilises previously unpublished material from the Dorchester 
Museum and follows Barnes’s own wish that the facts of his life ‘should be simply 
and plainly adhered to and not obscured or glossed over by fine writing’. (92) 


THE LETTERS OF SAINT BERNARD OF CLAIRVAUX. Newly 
translated by Bruno Scott James. Burns Oates, 42s. 1953. 25°6 cm. $50 pages. 
Indexes. 


The letters of St. Bernard are among the most important historical documents of 
the period covered by his life (1090-1153) and it is fitting that this new selection, 
which contains letters hitherto unpublished and others known only to the specialist, 
should appear on the cighth centenary of his death. The editor, who has written a 
concise introduction, does not consider that modern scholars have solved the problem 
of chronological sequence, and he wisely groups the letters about outstanding events 
according to their dates but preserves the framework of the traditional order. The 
translation is smooth and unaffected, and the book is handsomely produced. —_ (92) 


LUCREZIA BORGIA. A Study. Joan Haslip. Cassell, 21s. 1953. 22-2 cm. 
285 pages. 11 illustrations. 2 maps. Bibliography. Index. 

The Borgias, and Lucrezia in particular, have been the subject of studies in many 

languages, including not a few in English. Not all make authoritative, or even 

edifying, reading, and around this dynamic family much legend has gathered. While 

this new study cannot claim to contain any fresh discoveries, it is more concerned 

with the political issues than with scandal, and the opportunism, bribery, assassina- 
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tions, linked with the Borgia name are clearly revealed. There is a short bibliography, 
but no references to authorities are given. (92) 


CANON CODY OF ST. PAUL’S CHURCH. William C. White, some- 
time Bishop of Honan. Ryerson Press (Toronto, Canada), $4°00. 1953. 21°5 cm. 
229 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

This brief sketch by a fellow cleric and lifelong friend is an interim rather than a 

full scale or definitive biography of a public figure who served Toronto and his 

country well for almost half a century. It is based on a judicious selection of sermons 
and addresses, supplemented by a chronological account of Dr. Cody’s varied 
achievements as rector of St. Paul’s, Minister of Education in the provincial govern- 
ment, then as President, later Chancellor, of the University of Toronto. The account 
of his association with one of the city’s largest parishes from 1899-1932 mirrors the 
major trends in ecclesiastical life of the period. (92) 


CALL BACK YESTERDAY. Memoirs, 1887-1931. Hugh Dalton. Muller, 
21S. 1953. 22°2 cm. 330 pages. 7 illustrations. Index. 
In this first volume of his autobiography the author, well known as a leading member 
of the Labour Party and as a former Cabinet Minister, gives a readable and amusing 
account of his early years, his life as a soldier in the First World War, his experiences 
as a lecturer at the London School of Economics, and his entry into the political 
sphere. The book contains many anecdotes relating to people active in public life, 
and throws considerable light on Labour Party history and on the circumstances 
which led to the break-up of the Labour Government in 1931. (92) 


THE BEST OF BOTH WORLDS. A Personal Diary. Tom Driberg. 
Phoenix House, 15s. 1953. 22*2 cm. 240 pages. 10 illustrations. Index. 

A book of amplified extracts from a diary covering the major events, public and 

private, in the author’s experience between April 1951 and November 1952; including 

the Festival of Britain, his marriage, the Edinburgh Festival, his visit to the Sudan, 

and the funeral of King George VI. It also gives a good impression of the way of life 

of a busy M.P. Racily written, it is first-rate columnist journalism. (92) 


UGO FOSCOLO. An Italian in Regency England. E. R. Vincent. Cambridge 
University Press, 258. 1953. 22°2 cm. 264 pages. 4 plates. Notes. Bibliography. 
Index. 

When Ugo Foscolo came to England in 1816 he was already famous as a patriot and 

a poet, but this shows the man himself. Much admired, much loved, difficult of 

temperament, enthusiastic, extravagant, he was on terms of close friendship with 

many of the best-known men.in Regency England, yet died in obscurity and debt. 

Partly by direct narrative and partly by generous quotation from letters to, from, 

and about Foscolo, Professor Vincent gives for the first time a clear picture of these 

last eleven years in the life of one of Italy’s great poets. The book is fully documented, 
and by no means the least part of its value is in the immensely varied glimpses it 
gives of different aspects of Regency London. A work of scholarship, it is of great 

interest not only to the specialist but also to the general reader. (92) 


EDWARD GIBBON. Michael Joyce. Longmans, 10s.6d. 1953. 19°3 cm. 
188 pages. 4 plates. Bibliography. Index. (Men and Books) 

Edward Gibbon (1737-94) is one of the greatest historians in English literature. This 

book shows how he came to write his Decline and Fall of the Roman Empire. The 
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author, in tracing the many influences that made Gibbon choose his great theme, 
makes liberal use of Gibbon’s own revelations in his Autobiography and his letters. 
He discusses Gibbon as an historian, a stylist and as an eighteenth century scholar. He 
deals with Gibbon’s much discussed treatment of Christianity in his history, and 
the appeal of his work to the general reader. This is an encouraging book to any 
reader who has felt Gibbon’s history beyond him. (92) 


ONE MAN’S MEAT. Ludovic Kennedy. Longmans, 13s.6d. 1953. 22*3 cm. 
173 pages. 
Made up as it is of extracts from a journal kept between January 1949 and September 
1950 the only object of this book, says Mr. Kennedy, is to entertain. It succeeds. 
It records his progress from Ashridge College for Adult Education, where he was 
Librarian, by way of encounters, personal, theatrical and literary, to engagement, 
marriage and honeymoon in France with Moira Shearer, one of the most famous 
dancers of our time. It ends with the pair on the way to America, they having mean- 
while taken Scotland in their stride. The extracts vary from a witty saying to a brief 
essay, and the quality is as high as might be expected from such a memorable stretch 
of months. (92) 


CITIES AND MEN. An Autobiography. The First Thirty Years 1884-1914. 

Sir Harry Luke. Bles, 25s. 1953. 223 cm. 252 pages. 14 illustrations. 4 maps. Index. 
This instalment of autobiography covers the first thirty years of a full and varied 
life—childhood; Eton; travel in Europe, North America and the Middle East; and 
first tours in the Colonial Service, in Sierra Leone and Cyprus. Sir Harry has a keen 
eye for the curiosities both of history and of the contemporary scene, and an equally 
keen sense of humour. ‘Always roaming with a hungry heart’, much has he seen and 
known. He writes vividly and succeeds in communicating the interest derived from 
a rich experience: also the amusement, by his lively accounts of entertaining incidents. 
Vires acquirit eundo: the story moves in a crescendo which arouses high expectations 
for the succeeding volumes. (92) 


THE LIFE OF SIR EDWIN LUTYENS. Christopher Hussey. Special 
edition. Country Life, 42s. 1953. 25°4 cm. 624 pages. Illustrations. Plans. Diagrams. 
Index. 


This admirable biography—it has been soberly described as a masterpiece—first 
appeared in 1950 as one of the four Memorial volumes, the other three (by Andrew 
Butler) being devoted entirely to Sir Edwin’s architectural work. It has been reissued 
separately in response to public demand and is identical with the original version 
except for an added preface which records some interesting facts not available three 
years ago. (92) 


NAPOLEON AT ST. HELENA. Memoirs of General Bertrand, Grand 
Marshal of the Palace, January to May 1821. Deciphered and annotated by Paul 
Fleuriot de Langle. Translated by Frances Hume. Cassell, 21s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 
320 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Notes. Index. 

Henri Gratien, Count Bertrand, one of Napoleon’s most faithful officers, was with 

the Emperor in his last days. At his funeral in 1847 General Fabrier recalled Napoleon’s 

words: “The name of Bertrand is linked with mine: for as long as I live, he will live’. 

Bertrand left memoirs, but they were not made public until 1946, when the Secretary- 
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General of the Napoleon Institute in Paris was allowed to work on them. His edition 
is here translated. It provides a narrative source of first importance for Napoleon’s 


last phase. (92) 


HAPPY HIGHWAYS. G. V. Portus. Melbourne University Press (Melbourne, 
Australia): Cambridge University Press (London), 30s. 1953. 22°2 cm. 294 pages. 
12 illustrations. Index. 

The author of this autobiography is entitled to look back with pleasure on the varied 

and successful career from which he retired in 1948. As a Rhodes scholar for New 

South Wales he studied under famous professors at Oxford, and represented England 

as a Rugby footballer. A period in the Anglican ministry in New South Wales was 

followed by service as the director of adult education in that state and later by occupa- 
tion of the chair of political science and history in the University of Adelaide. 

Reflections on education, religion and sport, and lively memories of distinguished 

people give these reminiscences unusual interest. (92) 


CECIL RHODES. André Maurois. Translated from the French by Rohan 
Wadham. Collins, 7s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 144 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Map. 
Bibliography. (Brief Lives) 

The author has taken into account every aspect of the life of Cecil Rhodes (1853-1902), 

the founder of Rhodesia, in arriving at an estimate of Rhodes’s ideals, methods and 

achievements. He maintains that Rhodes’s ambition of extending the British Empire 
as a civilising factor by means of self-governing federations was wholly disinterested, 
and that he acquired w realth and power solely as a means to this end, and that subsequent 
history has justified his work. This is a stimulating book that will be read with interest 
in the light of present events. (92) 


LELIA. The Life of George Sand. André Maurois. Translated from the French by 
Gerard Hopkins. Cape, 25s. 1953. 22°8 cm. 482 pages. 12 illustrations. Bibliography. 
Index. 

This is biography, not literary criticism: history, with the great figures of nineteenth 

century literature and art playing their part round the heroine, and it is probably 

the best thing M. Maurois has done. Something about George Sand, for all her 
tiresomeness, appealed to his sympathies, and his book, which no student can neglect, 
accords to her ‘the honourable place which is hers by right’. The story of her affairs 
with de Musset, Chopin and the rest, is retold with many hitherto unpublished 
documents, and a balance in favour of George Sand. High time perhaps! and we 
would have liked more about her true friendship with Flaubert. Mr. Gerard Hopkins’s 
translation is wholly admirable. (92) 


SIR HANS SLOANE AND THE BRITISH MUSEUM. G. R. de Beer. 
Oxford University Press for the Trustees of the British Museum, 18s. 1953. 22°3 cm. 
192 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 10 plates. Facsimile. Bibliography. Index. 


During his long life (1660-1753) Sir Hans Sloane practised as a London physician, 
held important posts (including that of President of the Royal Society), and made 
collections of books, manuscripts, medals, coins, antiquities and zoological and 
botanical specimens that became world famous. Two hundred years ago, on his 
death, an ‘Act for the Establishment of the British Museum’ made these collections 
the beginning of the British Museum. The present biography is by the Director of the 
British Museum (Natural History) and is the first life of Hans Sloane in any detail.

Stories of his childhood among London’s docks and 
wharfs mingle with memories of ships and voyages to far off places; and reflections 
on the pleasures of bygone days are followed by a touching account of his Golden 
Wedding trip. Some essays appear for the first time, others are reprinted from earlier 
books, but all show the same perfection of style and the same wise serenity of mood 
which is the reward of a life well lived.

Lloyd and Dr. R. T. Jenkins. Co-editor: Sir William LI. Davies. The Honourable

The publication of this Biography in the Welsh language has entailed fifteen years of 

intensive research work on the part of hundreds of scholars and specialists who were 

invited to contribute to its compilation. The field it covers is immense, for there is 
scarcely a Welshman of any eminence during the recorded history of the nation up 
to 1940 whose name has not been included and whose life and activities have not 
been outlined. The main sources of information have been appended to each 
biographical note in order to facilitate further enquiry and investigation. It was an 
excellent idea also to provide a list of the pseudonyms which are often better known 
in Wales than the personal names of the poets and writers who concealed their identity 
under them. No doubt these commendable features of a work of national importance 
will be reproduced in the projected English version of the Biography. (920)

THE HEIR OF DOUGLAS. Being a New Solution to the Old Mystery of 
the Douglas Cause. Lillian de la Torre. Michael Joseph, 18s. 1953. 20°8 cm. 
246 pages. ¢§ illustrations. Index. 


Written with wit and knowledge, this account of an eighteenth century legitimacy 
cause which occasioned a series of lawsuits is eminently readable. Should Archibald 
Stuart have inherited the great fortune of the Duke of Douglas? The whole story is 
told here and a sympathetic conclusion reached. This book will enhance the author’s 
reputation as a connoisseur of eighteenth century social affairs in Britain. The pro- 
duction of the volume is admirably in keeping with the period and subject matter.

In four alphabetical series, Debrett gives succinct details of the members of the 
peerage, baronetage, knightage, and companionage, including short biographical 
notes on the wer of families together with notices of other members of the family. 
Where applicable, illustrations of coats of arms are added. The book begins with 
information concerning the Royal Family; a long introductory section gives details 
of such things as precedence, modes of address, orders of knighthood, coronation 
regalia, and diplomatic representation. American holders of honorary knighthoods 
are included in the knightage. The preface is a review of the previous year’s events 
as they affect Debrett. (929°7)

FLAGS OF THE WORLD. Edited by H. Gresham Carr. Warne, 42s. 1953 
24 cm. 220 pages. 30 plates in colour. Drawings in text. Bibliography. Index. 

In structure, this book is a new version of one of similar title, edited by the late 
V. Wheeler-Holohan and published in 1939. It describes the flags of all nations, and 
is valuable for a detailed chapter on the American Stars and Stripes, including an 
analysis of its evolution from 1777 to 1912, when the 48th Star—representing New 
Mexico and Arizona—was added. The new United Nations flag, which derives from 
a U.N. Resolution of 1947, is shown as a most unfamiliar frontispiece. The biblio- 
graphy is sadly sketchy. It omits all foreign works, and even W. G. Perrin’s masterly 
British Flags, which after thirty-one years is still of value historically. (929°9)

FROM ROMAN EMPIRE TO RENAISSANCE EUROPE. Denys 
Hay. Methuen, 7s.6d. 1953. 17 cm. 248 pages. 2 maps. Bibliography. Index. (Home 
Study Books) 

In this book the author first describes the society which resulted from the acceptance 

of Roman institutions by the barbarian settlers, and collapsed under the last invasions. 

He then deals with the feudal society of 800-1250, its social groups, the features of 

its law and government and the influence on it of Church and Papacy. The causes and 

effects of the early and the later Crusades are discussed, and the modern epoch is 
taken as beginning when wealth is derived from trade rather than from land. 

Students should get great help from this masterly survey of a thousand years of 

history. (940°1 


THE MAKING OF THE MIDDLE AGES. R. W. Southern. Hutchinson, 
25S. 19$3. 23°4 cm. 290 pages. § plates. Map. Bibliography. Index. (Hutchinson's 
University Library) 

This is a highly successful introduction to the history of Europe in the important 

formative period between about 970 and 1215. It is not a stereotyped text book 

crammed with the obvious, but a scholar’s personal interpretation of a difficult 
period. The approach is novel. After a description of the divisions of the Latin West 
and its relations with the outside world, the author deals with the growth of institu- 
tions of government, the ordering of the Christian life, and the thought and literature 
of the age. The author is deeply read in his subject, but he carries his learning easily. 
He has written a delightful book for which intelligent students should be grateful.

THE ROMMEL PAPERS. Edited by B. H. Liddell Hart. Translated from 
the German by Paul Findlay. Collins, 25s. 1953. 21°3 cm. $75 pages. 25 illustrations. 
24 maps (2 folding). 3 plans on endpapers. Indexes. 


The editor of these papers was assisted by Rommel’s widow and son, and a supple- 
mentary part was added by Rommel’s Chief of Staff in Africa. Rommel wrote as he 
fought—vividly and with action—and the result is a most readable piece of military 
history. The work covers all of Rommel’s service during the Second World War; 
the main part deals, as might be expected, with his campaign in North Africa, but 
his advance through France in 1940 also provides exciting material. The record of his 
campaign in Normandy was not fully written by him, but his notes were sufficient 
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for this part to be covered. In the final chapter Manfred Rommel relates the story of 
his father’s death and of the tense wecks that preceded the arrival of the executioners 
who came by Hitler’s orders. (940°54134) 


UNBROKEN. The Story of a Submarine. Alastair Mars. Muller, 12s.6d. 1953. 
20°3 cm. 224 pages. Frontispiece. Endpaper map and diagram. 
“Mars of the Unbroken’, much decorated, was, in the last war, one of the notables 
in the hard-fought submarine warfare of the Mediterranean. His book, which is 
highly personal and utterly without frills, is a day-to-day account of a year’s sea 
service against Italy, 1942-43. It includes a description of an attack on a cruiser 
squadron, heavily escorted, in which H.M.S. Unbroken secured hits on two ships with 
a single torpedo salvo. This extraordinary feat is the highlight of a book which, 
with its record of secret landings, shore bombardments, and attacks on supply-ships, 
is almost as exciting as the events themselves. The author is one of the few survivors 
of the regular navy who was in submarines when war broke out. (940°5451) 


COMMANDO. John Durnford-Slater. Kimber, 15s. 1953. 22°3 cm. 222 pages. 
34 photographs. 6 maps. Endpaper map. 


Brigadier Durnford-Slater raised, trained and commanded the first Commando unit 
during the Second World War. This is the personal story of his long period in 
command from the early raids on Guernsey, Lofoten and Vaagse, through Dieppe 
and on to Sicily and Italy, to his final actions as a Brigade Commander in Germany. 
All the famous Commando leaders—Young, Churchill, Mills-Roberts, Leicester and 
others—learned this special warfare under his leadership, and the narrative glows 
with action, courage and danger. It is a record of great achievement and of the 
fulfilment of the hopes of the originator of present-day Commandos, Sir Winston 
Churchill. (940°548)

WILLIAM OF ORANGE AND THE ENGLISH OPPOSITION 1672-4. 
K. H. D. Haley. Oxford University Press, 25s. 1953. 239 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
This work is mainly (and perhaps too exclusively) based on the unpublished papers 
of Peter du Moulin, an Anglicised Huguenot refugee who was of the greatest 
assistance to William of Orange in his efforts to detach England from the French 
alliance during the war of 1672-74. The author tends to underestimate the unpopu- 
larity of this war in England as early as the battle of Solebay; but he certainly shows 
that du Moulin’s part in fomenting the existing discontent by a skilfully organised 
pamphlet-war was a very important one. The book will interest all those concerned 
with seventeenth century diplomatic history. (942-06) 


THE ENGLISH HOUSEWIFE IN THE SEVENTEENTH CENTURY. 
Christina Hole. Chatto & Windus, 21s. 1953. 20°5 cm. 256 pages. 17 illustrations. 
Bibliography. Index. 


Miss Hole has reconstructed a detailed picture of life in the better-class homes of 
seventeenth-century England. She follows the housewife’s career from marriage to 
burial, dealing with furniture, food, servants, the bringing up of children, sickness, 
dress, leisure occupations, and many other things, not forgetting the brave parts which 
some women played in the Civil War. This is not only a work of scholarship, closely 
documented, with many quotations from contemporary sources, but a very readable 
book to be enjoyed by anyone interested in the past. (942-06) 
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OUR TIMES. A Social History 1912-1952. Vivian Ogilvie. Batsford, 21s. 1953. 
23 cm. 224 pages. 99 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
In this short, very readable, book the author has achieved a notable feat of selection 
and compression. He sketches a multitude of changes, important and trivial, which 
occurred between 1912 and 1952 in the matters of Food, Agriculture, Health, 
Clothing, Building, Transport, Communications, Power, Machinery and Materials, 
Economic Life and the employment of Leisure. The claim that the book is ‘A Social 
History’ can, however, hardly be sustained, since it leaves the field of human relation- 
ships—whether between classes or individuals—almost untouched. (942-082) 


Wales 
STUDIES IN STUART WALES. A. H. Dodd. University of Wales Press 
(Cardiff), 15s. 1953. 21°3 cm. 262 pages. Index. 


Students of Welsh history will be grateful for this volume of essays devoted to 
topics illustrating the history of the seventeenth century in Wales. It is a period which 
has not received full justice from Welsh historians, a fault which Professor Dodd 
hopes to make good in a later book. Meanwhile he has published these studies opening 
up problems which must be solved before conclusions can be drawn in a more general 
work. They embody much original research, especially among the magnificent 
collection of family papers in the National Library, Wales, and add appreciably to 
knowledge of the period. (942-9)

A HISTORY OF SOVIET RUSSIA. THE BOLSHEVIK REVOLUTION, 
1917-1923. Vol. 3. Edward Hallett Carr. Macmillan, 36s. 1953. 22°3 cm. 624 pages. 
Bibliography. Index. 

This masterly book, sub-titled ‘Soviet Russian and the World’, concludes Part I 

of Professor Carr’s proposed History. It traces the gradual re-establishment of Russia 

as a world power in both Europe and Asia from the October Revolution and Brest- 

Litovsk to Rapallo and Lausanne and the initial understanding with revolutionary 

China. Stress is laid on the dual, but not self-contradictory, nature of Soviet forei 

policy, balancing between the desire to promote world revolution and the need Ee 

temporary political and economic arrangements with non-Communist states, but 
invariably directed towards the ultimate triumph of Communism. The background 
of the Brest-Litovsk settlement, the central position of Germany in all Russia’s 

European calculations, the genesis and development of Comintern and the evolution 

of Communist policy in the Middle and Far East are analysed with a severe sympathy 

which only occasionally becomes indulgence, and a lucid style which conceals much 

research among primary sources, some unpublished. (9477083)

THE ZIONIST YEAR BOOK, 5713: September 1952-September 1953. 
Edited by Rabbi Dr. Joseph Litvin. Zionist Federation of Great Britain and Ireland, 
10s.6d. 1953. 21°6 cm. 495 pages. Illustrations. Map. Bibliography. 


This yearbook seeks to supply as much information as possible on the Zionist Move- 
ment in Great Britain and elsewhere, and is issued in the form of a directory and 
Who’s Who. An Information Section includes the Jewish Calendar and a diary of 
Jewish events, the organisation of the Zionist Federation, and a chart of its structure. 
The Directory of British Zionism lists the national organisations in London and the 
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provinces, and includes a section on the World Zionist Movement, and one on Israel, 
its people, government and literature. The Who's Who gives biographical notices of 
Zionists living in Britain today, and there is a survey and classified bibliography 
of Zionism. (956-94) 


TWO STUDIES IN VIRTUE. Christopher Sykes. Collins, 16s. 1953. 
22°3 cm. 256 pages. 6 illustrations. Map. Index. 
The reputation of the author will be enhanced by these two essays which grew 
together, he tells us, from considering the end of the preceding age and the beginning 
of our own. The first is about an eccentric priest, Richard Sibthorp, who alternated 
between the Church of England and Rome five times, while the second provides an 
illuminating account of the growth of Zionism, supported by new material and 
depicting the part played by the author’s father, Sir Mark Sykes. The link between 
Sibthorp and the leaders of the Zionist movement is the virtue of sincerity. (956-94) 


Canada 


HIGHLAND SETTLER. A Portrait of the Scottish Gael in Nova Scotia. 
Charles W. Dunn. University of Toronto Press (Toronto, Canada), $4:00. 1953. 
23 cm. 190 pages. Frontispiece. 2 maps. Extensive notes and bibliography. Index. 

A lively and scholarly answer to the question, What does emigration do to a folk- 

culture? The field in this instance is Cape Breton Island. The author records the 

experiences of the ‘wild Scots’ who emigrated from the Highlands and Western 

Islands between the end of the eighteenth and the middle of the nineteenth century, 

and of their descendants in Nova Scotia. Although an English-speaking Scot, 

Dr. Dunn acquired Gaelic in the course of his studies. For this authoritative and 

well-documented ‘portrait’ he not only consulted all the published sources available 

to him but also recorded at first hand in Nova Scotia the oral traditions and observed 
the folk-ways of the Scottish Gael. He is now an Assistant Professor in the Department 

of University College, University of Toronto. (971-6) 


Colombia 


COLOMBIA: A General Survey. W. O. Galbraith. Royal Institute of International 
Affairs, 138.6d. 1953. 21 cm. 147 pages. Maps. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 


This latest volume in the series of monographs on the countries of Latin America is 
an excellent example of a ‘background book’. The author lived in Colombia for 
many years and is now Head of the Latin American Service of the B.B.C. He gives an 
introductory picture of the country’s geography and history and then analyses the 
economic, industrial and agricultural resources of the country and its recent political 
development. (986-1) 


Australia 

AUSTRALIA: HER STORY. Notes on a Nation. Kylie Tennant. Macmillan, 
15S. 1953. 20°3 cm. 304 pages. Map. Index. 

A distinguished Australian novelist here tells Australia’s story, with particular 

emphasis on the period of early exploration and settlement. She brings her narrative 

skill to bear on presenting sharp vignettes of the outstanding actors, and the dramatic 

scenes that contributed to the making of the nation of today. (994) 
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FICTION 

General 

THE LAST SHORE. George Baker. Barrie, 12s.6d. 1953. 20°3 cm. 302 pages. 

Endpaper maps. 

Mr. Baker once more adapts the Homeric cycle of legends to the form of the historical 
novel. His subject is the ill-fated royal house of Argos in its three generations from 
Atreus to Orestes. The preliminaries to the Trojan War and the less familiar parts of 
the saga are skilfully combined into an exciting narrative. The author’s lightness 
of touch is less well suited to the more sombre parts of the tale, and in particular to 
the terrible climax of revenge which is told with such power in the Greek tragedies. 


SUNDRY CREDITORS. Nigel Balchin. Collins, 10s.6d. 1953. 20-8 cm. 
256 pages. 

All Mr. Balchin’s widely acclaimed talents are splendidly in evidence here—a 
shrewd, but not unduly cynical eye for character, economical and wickedly revealing 
dialogue, high-speed narrative, and a power to grip the reader’s attention to the last 
paragraph. Using a wider canvas than usual, he portrays—in a cinematic spotlight 
technique—a factory in the Midlands. Lang & Horseman is an old-established family 
concern, but not without its sharp division on policy and conflict of personalities. 
Mr. Balchin’s story embraces a large gallery of characters, from the chairman down 
to a factory hand; their ambitions, intrigues and amours are most skilfully welded 
into a fascinating and realistic panorama of contemporary business life. 


FENNY. Lettice Cooper. Gollancz, 12s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 302 pages. 


Economy of words and means has always been one of Miss Cooper’s fine qualities 
as a novelist, but in this novel perhaps she carries it too far: Fenny might have been 
longer with advantage, so that the theme and the characters could be developed to 
the full. Yet its sustained narrative power, its insight and compassion, engross the 
reader’s interest throughout. It tells the story of an Englishwoman whose first and 
only love is ruined by another woman’s wanton interference and who later uses this 
experience to save a younger girl from a similar tragedy. Enriched by the closely 
observed background of life in Florence between 1933 and 1949, it is sincerely and 
movingly told. 


A SHORT LEASE. Ernest Frost. Lehmann, 12s.6d. 1953. 20°3 cm. 270 pages. 


Ernest Frost—whose The Lighted Cities was memorable—gives us here a clearly 
observed and maliciously set down study of provincial cultural life. His young art 
student who falls in love with the wife of a laundry proprietor is an attractive and 
credible figure, and the other people of the tale also impress one as absolutely true 
to life. Mr. Frost succeeds in showing that adolescent love in a setting of social 
snobbery, cinema cafés, commercial art, highbrow jazz, and artistic affectation can 
be touching as well as ludicrous. 


FAMOUS CHINESE SHORT STORIES. Retold by Lin Yutang. 
Heinemann, 10s.6d. 1953. 20°3 cm. 246 pages. 


Here are twenty short stories of remarkable finish. Ten of them, written in the T‘ang 
period (618-906), will certainly surprise anyone who looks for elementary tales at 
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that early date. They possess a degree of perfection not seen in Western tales of a 
much later time. Mr. Lin says he has ‘retold’ them, but he has not greatly altered the 
T‘ang ones (as may be seen by comparing E. D. Edwards, Chinese Prose Literature of the 
T‘ang Period (Probsthain, 1938, Vol. Il). These tales are certainly among the best 
stories in the world, particularly Passion, the original tale upon which The Western 
Chamber was founded. 


“GIMME THE BOATS’. J. E. Macdonnell. Constable, 10s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 
255 pages. 

The ‘boats’ of Mr. Macdonnell’s title are destroyers, and his book is a series of 
episodes, in fiction form, of life at sea in wartime in the Far East. The episodes them- 
selves are of a kind which “Bartimeus’ first made popular in Naval Occasions. Although 
some of the action is extravagant, and although H.M.S. Scourge has more than her 
likely share of success, the author’s personal knowledge of life in small ships, and his 
vigorous characterisation, seldom fail to entertain. 


THE LIFE AND DEATH OF SYLVIA. Edgar Mittelholzer. Secker & 
Warburg, 15s. 1953. 20°3 cm. 288 pages. 


Though not as remarkable as The Weather in Middenshot, Mr. Mittelholzer’s new 
book gives an interesting account of life in Georgetown, the capital of British Guiana, 
with its racial divisions which are also class divisions. His heroine, daughter of a 
coloured woman and an Englishman, finds security in her father’s love, and when this 
security is removed by his death she becomes doomed to disaster as the victim of the 
ramshackle, heartless society around her. 


THE MOUNTAIN. Henri Troyat. Translated from the French by Constantine 
FitzGibbon. W. H. Allen, 10s.6d. 1953. 20°5 cm. 158 pages. 


Stories about mountaineering almost always follow a set pattern; M. Troyat achieves 
originality simply by abandoning artifice and returning to true experience. An 
aeroplane crashes in the Alps and two brothers make a hazardous climb to reach it. 
Their motives differ: one climbs in the hope of loot, the other because of devotion to 
his brother. In the wreckage they find a survivor and the question is: shall they kill 
this witness to one brother’s crime or shall they carry her down the dangerous 
mountainside? M. Troyat’s solution of this problem is morally and aesthetically 
satisfying and his description of the climb itself is one of the most stirring in mountain 
fiction. 


ESCAPADE. A Tale of Average. Rex Warner. Bodley Head, tos. 1953. 19 cm. 
189 pages. 
Here is a lighthearted extravagance about the alleged presence of Stalin and Hitler 
in an English country town. They are denounced—to the patriotic Miss Parkinson’s 
League for the Renewal of Our Greatness—by a certain Mrs. Helpless, who arrives 
in the town on a cart-horse. But it is discovered that Mrs. Helpless is a well-known 
criminal and the reputations of Canon Breather and Colonel Bracer—the two 
supposed dictators—are therefore vindicated. A cricket match in which the mis- 
directed enthusiasm of the captain almost gives victory to the opposing team is one 
of the funniest things in the book. 




















Crime, Detection and Mystery 
THE LEDGER IS KEPT. Raymond Postgate. Michael Joseph, 10s.6d. 1953. 
19 cm. 223 pages. 

A Geiger counter, measuring radio-activity, is used here (probably for the first 
time) to show that a murder has been committed, but the non-scientific reader need 
not be dismayed. Mr. Postgate’s story of murder and espionage at an isolated research 
station is written for the layman, and despite some curiously unco-ordinated scenes 
it holds the attention by smooth writing, unhackneyed plot and insight into motive 
and temperament. Most of the characters are scientists and civil servants, and the 
tone is rather that of a novel than of a murder story. The author’s numerous publica- 
tions include two earlier crime-novels: Verdict of Twelve and Somebody at the Door. 


Reprints 
MY PEOPLE. Stories of the Peasantry of West Wales. Caradoc Evans. Dobson, 
7s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 155 pages. (Twentieth Century Classics) 

This collection of fifteen short stories (first published in 1915) started its author on a 
highly provocative career as a chronicler of the lives of the people of his native Wales. 
As one wotild expect, a work whose style is “compounded of the language of the 
Book of Genesis in the Authorised Version and the narrative art of Marie Lloyd’ has 
remarkable qualities: it pictures the Welsh as a bizarre tribe of religious hypocrites, 
crude in their beliefs and avaricious, lustful, and cruel in their actions. However far 
away they may be from factual truth, these tales undeniably possess the truth of art. 


JOSEPH ANDREWS. Henry Fielding. Folio Society, 22s.6d. 1953. 22°8 cm. 
322 pages. Wood-engravings by Derrick Harris. 

A very attractive new edition of this famous novel, which was first published in 1742. 

Perhaps the most genial of Fielding’s novels, it includes the immortal Parson Adams 

and provides a comical-satirical picture of eighteenth century England which is as 

entertaining as it is vigorous. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS 

Fiction 

THE BAGODIA EPISODE. Peter Dawlish. Oxford University Press, 73.6d. 

19$3. 19 cm. 192 pages. 4 illustrations by P. A. Jobson. 

Boys (from twelve onwards) who enjoyed that excellent story MacClellan’s Lake will 
be glad to hear more of the Scottish lad Sammy MacClellan. The villain of the 
previous book was never caught, and here Sammy runs up against him again. 
‘Fancy Jack’, still a ship’s cook, is engaged in smuggling operations aboard the big 
liner Bagodia, and the young seaman joins the ship as a deck-hand in the hope of 
settling past scores. Mr. Dawlish is at the top of his form—which is saying a good 
deal—and this book is even more exciting than its predecessor, while the nautical 
detail is made extremely clear and of absorbing interest. 


ALEKO’S ISLAND. Edward Fenton. Oxford University Press, 9s.6d. 1953. 
20°3 cm. 256 pages. Illustrations by Dimitris Davis. Glossary. 

This American story (for children in their teens) is written seriously, but not without 

a touch of poetry. Its setting is one of the Greek islands just after the war, and Aleko 

is a peasant boy of fourteen, living in a hut with his old grandmother. Their goat— 

an animal of some character—is instrumental in unearthing a tiny bronze figure, 

soon suspected by various adults to be of great value. They try to persuade the 
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penniless boy to sell his treasure; theft, even, is planned; but Aleko escapes with his 
goat to another part of the island; the timely appearance of an American archaeologist 
gives the story a happy ending. The local colour of this unusual tale is fascinating and 
the characters true to life. 


BILL HOLMES AND THE RED PANTHERS. Fielden Hughes. Oxford 

University Press, 8s.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 324 pages. Illustrations by F. W. Middlehurst. 
A junior detective story, which is bound to please boys from ten to thirteen. The 
schoolboy, Bill Holmes—known, of course, as “Sherlock’—takes detection very 
seriously and sets to work in a very methodical way. In between his lessons, he 
manages to discover the identity of the ‘Red Panthers’, who are responsible for a 
number of petty thefts and damaging practical jokes in Wimbledon. There is plenty 
of lively incident here, and the plot is well devised. 


FOLLOW THE FOOTPRINTS. William Mayne. Oxford University Press, 

gs.6d. 1953. 19 cm. 216 pages. Illustrations by Shirley Hughes. 
Caroline and Andrew are two lucky children whose parents move to a house on the 
coast near a ruined Abbey and, their curiosity aroused by a local legend, they start 
on a treasure hunt almost as soon as they arrive. This is the author’s first book and he 
has written an exciting story which children over ten will appreciate. The illustrations 
are delightful. They follow the story admirably, helping to create the atmosphere of 
mystery and showing the moods of the children as they change chapter by chapter 
from optimism to frustration and back again to confidence that they will succeed 
in the end. 


THREE GOLDEN NOBLES. Christine Price. Bodley Head, 9s.6d. 1953. 
20°3 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations by the author. 

Boys and girls from ten to thirteen who enjoy an adventure story with an historical 
background will find much to interest them in this tale of London and a country 
village in 1358, when the serfs were just beginning to be freed. Miss Price describes 
in a very lively fashion how a humble lad makes his way to London and becomes 
apprenticed to a painters’ guild; meanwhile at the manor from which he has escaped 
his father and his young friend, Marian, are involved in a rising of the serfs against a 
vicious bailiff. The story, full of picturesque detail, has a dramatic climax. 


PENNY TRIUMPHANT. A. sy Tring. Oxford University Press, 8s.6d. 
1953. 19 cm. 240 pages. Illustrations by T. R. Freeman. 

Penelope Andrews, the younger of the two sisters who appeared in Penny Dreadful, 
here has a story to herself—and very amusing it is. Penny (now thirteen and a half) 
still loves horses, sweet cakes and a mystery to solve; in the Buckinghamshire village 
where she lives and goes to school this harum-scarum but lovable child is always up 
to some mischief, but can be quite constructive, too. She makes friends with a 
formidable old lady and saves her from being swindled; she meets some film people 
and does them a good turn; and makes the acquaintance of an engaging nature lover. 
This gay story, in which character and incident are never too far removed from 
reality, will delight girls from ten to fourteen. 


Non-Fiction 

THE M.C.C. BOOK FOR THE YOUNG CRICKETER. No. 3. 
Naldrett Press, 10s.6d. 1953. 24°6 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations. 

Problems of captaincy in the cricket field? Len Hutton advises the young players, 


herein. What can be seen at Lord’s in winter time? Miss Rait Kerr describes some of 
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the treasures at cricket headquarters. Riddles for the amateur umpire? Frank Lee 
suggests some answers. Cricket statistics? Ray Webber shows how they are compiled. 
These are a random few of the subjects, enlivened with drawings and photographs, 
taken from this authoritative but never solemn book for the budding cricket 
enthusiast. 


THE BOOK OF FLAGS. Gordon Campbell and I. O. Evans. 2nd edition. 
Oxford University Press, 15s. 1953. 22*3 cm. 128 pages. 15 colour plates. Illustrations 
in text. List of books consulted. Index. 

Since the first appearance (1950) of this useful book on flags of the world, new 
information has been added on those of the Royal Air Force and Civil Air Service 
and details have been amended as a result of the Queen’s Accession. It would have 
been helpful, to those who use the previous edition, if these facts could have been 
stated in the preliminary matter as well as on the jacket, and if dates could have 
been added to the brief list of other books on the subject. Designed primarily for the 
older child (age fourteen upwards) The Book of Flags will continue to be useful to 
all who wish to acquire grounding in a complex subject. 


A PUFFIN BOOK OF VERSE. Compiled by Eleanor Graham. Penguin 
Books, 2s.6d. 1953. 18 cm. 286 pages. Decorations by Claudia Freedman. Paper 
bound. (Puffin Story Books) 

Miss Graham has had long experience of children’s reading and in compiling this 

anthology she has concentrated on simplicity of diction and on ‘verses which sing in 

the ear and catch in the mind’. She has cast her net wide—from the Bible to Edward 

Lear, from Shakespeare to some minor poets of the present day. A very high standard 

is maintained in this delightful collection, in which the material is arranged under the 

headings The Seasons, Of Birds and Beasts, Ballads and Stories, Homely Things, 

Holiday Mood, Magic and Romance, Night, Sweet Content, Christmas, and Praise 

and Thanksgiving. Suitable for everybody over the age of twelve. 


THE YOUNG GIRL’S BOOK OF PLAY IDEAS AND THINGS-TO-DO. 
THE YOUNG BOY’S BOOK OF PLAY IDEAS AND THINGS-TO-DO. 
Caroline Horowitz. Folding Books in association with Chatto & Windus, 6s. each. 
1953. 24 cm. 64 pages. Illustrations in colour. 

These ‘twin’ books, containing together seventy-eight different pastimes, are for 

children from six to ten. Brother and sister will want to share them and borrow ideas 

from each. When they have exhausted everything in their own book, girls will 
enjoy making the Jig-Saw Puzzle, the Eskimo Igloo, the Rocking Horse, Happy- 

Apple Treat, etc. from the Boy’s Book, and boys will be interested in the Double 

Writing, Rubber-Band Ball and the Winter Garden from the Girl’s Book. The 

instructions and drawings are very clear throughout, though the six-year-olds will 

need a little help here and there. 


THE CHILDREN’S BOOK OF BRITISH SAINTS. Hugh Ross 
Williamson. Harrap, 3s. 1953. 19 cm. 60 pages. Coloured frontispiece and drawings 
by Richard Robinson. 

Children of eight or so will enjoy reading for themselves these brief factual accounts, 

told in a clear and simple manner, of ten saints—Helen, Columba, Aidan, Cuthbert, 

Audry, Swithun, Edward the Confessor, Thomas of Canterbury, Hugh of Lincoln 

and Thomas More.
